Jables—Glasgow reports more steadiness 
to the market today.—Liverpool, all grades 
6d lower.—London, quotations unaltered. 

Foreign—The incoming of the fruit season 
and the outgoing of pork pies.—Crop condi- 
tions in Great Britain lower than a year 
ago.— Root and hay crops not up to average. 
—Numerous letters from importers on the 
outlook for business the next two months.

Minneapolis—Flour output, 262,315 bbls.— 
There was a better demand for flour, and 
most of the mills sold their full output.— 
Sales approximated 487,000 bbls.—Consider- 
able patent worked for export, but most of 
the sales were for domestic markets.—Low 
prices caused much complaint. 

Chicago—Local mills decreased their out- 
put.—Dealers have trouble with unsound 
flour.—Montana flour received._New Kan- 
sas flours offered at old-wheat prices.—In- 
diana and Illinois offer new flour.—A local 
mill sells 10,000 bbls flour to a New York 
baker. 

Valley ofthe Ohio— Mills in this territory 
ran from half to full time.—Export demand, 
generally speaking, was very slow.—Domes- 
tic selling was fair at close prices.—Indian- 
apolis mills ran heavily.—New wheat makes 
excellent flour. 

St. Louis—Inquiry for flour active, but 
bids were mostly too low for business.— 
Some mills worked stuff for export, to Lre- 
land mostly.—Output of the mills, 58,300 bbls. 

Kansas City— Kansas millers pleased with 
the new wheat.— Buying of flour was quite 
good on the decline.—Local mills averaged 
about half time running, 

Michigan—A good domestic demand for 
flour prevailed.—New wheat of good qual- 
ity received in some sections where early 
threshing was done. 

Head of the Lakes—Flour output, 34,960 
bbls.—There was an improvement in de- 
mand and fair sales were made.—Stocks of 
flour increased. 

Baltimore—Flour was lower and it scared 
buyers accordingly.—City mills reduced 
prices l15c.—Business for the week in flour 
circles small. 

Milwaukee—Volume of business done by 
the mills was fair, but prices were close.— 
Export = small.—Output of the mills, 

‘,! Ss. 

Nashville—The flour milling business in 
its usual hot-weather position.—Corn-mills 
find trade good.— Model Mill Co. assigns. 

Oklahoma—Rains interfere with thresh- 
ing operations.— Mills waiting for new wheat, 
before running full time. 

Toledo— Mills ran full time and sold their 
output.— While volume of business was good, 
margins were close. 

New York City—Jobbers beiieved in lower 
prices and refrained from buying unless 
given concessions. 
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AcCORDING to the Court Journal of 
Minneapolis, July 2lst: ‘tA. C. Loring 
returned yesterday from New York, 
bringing with him official recognition 
of his new title as vice-president and 
western manager of the new United 
States Flour Milling Co. The company 
would make no efforts to acquire any 
more milling properties, he said, being 
abundantly satisfied with what it now 
had.” Not many weeks ago the same 
Court Journal stated on the authority of 
no less a personage than His Oiliness, 
Ballou, McIntyre’s own minister pleni- 
potentiary, that his company did not in- 
tend to purchase the Northwestern Con- 
olidated Milling Company, and yet it 
did so. After its experience, the North- 
western Miller feels that the assurance 
of McIntyre’s vice-president and west- 
ern manager is of no more value than 
the assurance of MclIntyre’s minis- 
ter. plenipotentiary. Both are _ in 


MclIntyre’s pay and will doubtless 
talk as inspired from headquarters; 
neither is in a position to speak author- 
itatively as to McIntyre’s plans. The 
statement that he did not intend to pur- 
chase the Northwestern Consolidated 
as well as the statement that he does not 
intend to acquire any more milling prop- 
erties, were pd given out to eof 
suspicion and quiet public sentiment. 
If McIntyre has the cash, he will un- 
doubtedly endeavor to secure the two 
remaining large mills of Minneapolis, 
thereby accomplishing his original ob- 
ject of which the acquirement of these 
properties was a‘part. The talk about 
making no effort to secure more mills 
may fool the Court Journal, but it fools 
no one else. It may be that McIntyre 
finds it impossible to secure further 
financial backing and _ therefore will 
temporarily abandon his efforts to get 
the other mills. 


A REVIEW of the situation recently ap- 
pee in the New York Journal of 
ommerce would indicate that the difti- 
culties in the way of organizing indus- 
trial companies are certainly being em- 
hasized. This fact, and not McIntyre’s 
nclination, would be the only reason 
why he has concluded not to buy 
more mills. If he can get money he 
will undoubtedly add to his collec- 
tion. If he cannot he will of course 
have to halt until conditions improve. 
This is what the Journal of Commerce 


‘says: 


James B. Dill, who has been prominently 
identified with the organization of several 
industrial companies, when questioned up- 
on this point yesterday, agreed that the sit- 
uation had entirely changed from the con- 
ditions prevailing early in the year, when 
new companies were being organized with 
such surprising rapidity. “The old way of 
organizing an industrial corporation,” said 
he, “can no longer be worked. Itis now im- 
possible to raise cash on any ‘two for one’ 
proposition. The public will not take any 
more ‘wind.’ A good project can still be car- 
ried through, but there is no chance for 
poor ones. Ifaconsolidation is to be ef- 
fected now the plants must be put in on the 
basis of actual value, and the sellers must 
be willing to take payin the securities of 
the new company. The public will not put 
its money into stocks unless they can be 
shown to have real value.” 

If the condition that the sellers must 
take pay for their — in securities of 
the new company had been enforced in 
the formation of the flour trust, it is safe 


- to ay that not one of the western mills

now found in that galaxy of ill-starred 
plane would have been transferred to 
t. We do not know of a single western 
miller who has taken a dollar’s worth of 
the securities of the new company. Even 
the newly-appointed vice-president and 
— manager took his price, $285,000, 
in cash. 


Ir is high time that King MclIntyres’ 
minister plenipotentiary to Minneapo- 
lis returned to his post. During the ab- 
sence of His Oiliness, the supports of 
his government are egy | away. Like 
all provinces captured by force, Minne- 
apolis requires a standing army to keep 
it in a proper state of subjection. With- 
out a resident representative to inspire 
the press by frequent interviews, to in- 
fuse enthusiasm in the hired retainers 
and to jolly up the public with vague 
promises of further large investments of 
‘teastern capital,’’ the cause of the trust 
languishes. The Minneapolis Journal, 
in its issue of July 20th, showed an in- 
clination to fall away from its ill-ad- 
vised support of McIntyre, and indig- 
nantly repudiated the charge of being 
his organ. It said: ‘tThe Journal be- 
lieves the sale of one milling property 
to the McIntyre interést may not bea 
bad thing for the city when considered 
in a broad business way. It brings 
a stronger wheat-buying competitor into 
the market in the control of an impor- 
tant property and means higher prices 
for wheat to grind. The proposition 
last winter was for the purchase ofall 
the mills at Minneapolis by Mr. McIn- 
tyre, and this the Journal opposed, The 
editorials it then uttered were against 
this policy. The editorial of July 3d 
referred to the gory of one property 
and the Journal said distinctly this was 
‘another proposition.’ ”’ 


Ir our esteemed but chameleon-like 
contemporary is looking around fora 
ladder by which to descend from its un- 
tenable perch, we will gladly help it; 
but the argument used in the foregoing 
makes rather a rickety one because its 
basis is insecure. e ao the 
Journal was fairly well posted as to the 
facts in the case. The proposition last 
winter which the Journal opposed was 
the purchase of exactly one property; 
not all the mills of Minneapolis. If the 
Journal will take the pains to investi- 
gate, it will find that its anti-McIntyre 
editorials were written when the Pills- 
bury-Washburn Company was the point 
of attack. If the Journal opposed the 
purchase of one plant in December, it is 
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not clear why it should favor the same 
thing in July. Further, the Journal 
should know that the McIntyre interest 
had in the meantime alre acquired 
one Minneapolis concern, that of the 
Minneapolis Flour Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and that its purchase of the North- 
western Consolidated gave it another. 
The Journal should be sufficiently fa- 
miliar withthe milling statistics of its 
own city to know that there are two 
mills in the plant of the Minneapolis 
Flour Manufacturing Company and five 
mills in that of the Northwestern Con- 
solidated; hence, when it editorially 
commended the transaction, it favored 
the transfer of two Minneapolis milling 
properties consisting of not less than 
seven mills. We are also unable to un- 
derstand its contention that the transfer 
brought ‘'a stronger wheat-buying com- 
petitor into the market in the control 
of an important property and means 
higher prices for wheat to grind.” As 
ta pare yp bay competitor,’”’ the Con- 
solidated Milling Company was certain- 
ly as strong in its independent state as 
it can possibly be under McIntyre; nor 
is it clear, to our visian, how the merg- 
ing of the Minneapolis Flour Manufact- 
uring Company and the Consolidated 
Company into one wheat-buying inter- 
est where hitherto there were two, can 
possibly mean ‘thigher prices for 
wheat.”’ If the editor of the Journal 
really sees this benefit with a clearer 
vision than we do, it must be due to his 
SS knowledge of the milling trade; 
but for the life of us. we are unable to 
discover how the substitution of the 
McIntyre interest for that of the Chris- 
tian interest brings a stronger ‘'wheat- 
buying competitor into the market,” or 
why the substitution of one buyer for 
two ‘'tmeans higher prices for wheat to 
grind,’ unless the wheat-buyer for the 
trust is to be a non-resident member of 
the Asylum for the Insane. 


THE ladder used by our contemporary 
to descend by might have been, as 
shown in the foregoing, a trifle un- 
steady, but it sufficed, for the next day 
the Journal, after proudly stating that 
‘tneither Mr. McIntyre nor any other 
man or institution, commercial or polit- 
ical, has a ‘string on’ the Journal,” 
whatever that may mean, and once 
more explaining the difference between 
what McIntyre proposed to do in De- 
cember when he was opposed by the 
Journal and what he did in July which 
the Journal er the same _ differ- 
ence being as that between tweedle-dum 
and tweedle-dee, calmly and delib- 
erately turned on McIntyre and proceed- 
ed to criticise him, because of his talk 
in the New York Commercial. 


THE Journal says that if McIntyre 
‘tsaid these things, and there is no rea- 
son to doubt that he did, he is a man of 
less tact and business judgment than he 
gets credit for in certain business cir- 
cles.’’? This is quite true, but we have al- 
ready warned our ie ee eid against 
the too plausible and insidious counsels 
of the Prominent Citizen as to the 
mightiness of McIntyre. ‘But,’ says 
our indignant contemporary, ‘'the feat- 
ure of his interview, which is calculated 
to incite the most antagonism, is his 
cold-blooded talk about ‘removing’ and 
‘sweeping away’ the small miller. He 
says this is to come about by the com- 
bination, ultimately, of all the large 
milling interests of the country, which 
will supply flour so cheaply that the 
small miller will be crowded out. The 
—— belief here is that he has got to 

is limit in Minneapolis; that the other 
two large milling concerns here, each 
with a growing and profitable business 
on hand, are in no danger of being ab- 
sorbed by any combination such as he 
proposes, especially in these times when 
the craze for combinations has largely 
spent itself and legitimate business on 
a legitimate financial basis has reas- 
serted its claims to the favor of men of 
capital and men of brains. If Mr. Mc- 
Intyre was out looking for a plan by 
which to intensify the suspicion of his 
methods and designs and strengthen the 
antagonism which exists toward him, 
he has adopted, by this kind of talk, the 
most effectual way in which to bring it 
about.”’ 


TRULY, this is revolutionary talk and 
warrants our statement that His 
Oiliness, the Minister Plenipotentiary, 
had better hasten back to his post, as 
the prope of his government are giving 
way. Sven the Prominent Citizen 
shows no inclination to climb into the 
imminent breach and defend the cause. 
When what we have termed the Court 
Joirnal attacks the King in this vigor- 
ous manner, it would appear that he 
needs help. Since the Journal dis- 
ec’aims the honor of being MceIntyre’s 
o*gan, and so valiantly reassumes its 
old position as the guardian of the in- 
terests of the public rather than those of 
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the trust, the Northwestern Miller must 
needs welcome it back into the fold, 
from which, yielding too easily to the 
misleading voice of the P. C., it has 
strayed, and express the hope that,being 
back, it will remain there. 


So far as we are concerned, its way- 
wardness is freely forgiven. We shall 
never call it the ''Organ”’ again, nor the 
‘'Court Journal,” unless, again yielding 
to temptation, it should again ie Itis 
now in the right path and we hope it 
will so continue. We look with leni- 
ency upon its little error. After all, we 
believe it to have been more sinned 
against .than sinning. The oily Ballou 
with his fleshly arm, and the very 
naughty Prominent Citizen with his al- 
luring voice were really the cause of its 
stumbling. By the way, it has been to 
some pains to declare that it was not 
bought. The Northwestern Miller is 
glad to hear it, but it never alleged that 
it was purchased—only misled and un- 
duly influenced by local pressure 
brought to bear by His Oiliness and the 
naughty Prom. Cit. Weare right glad 
that, with clearer vision of the truth, 
our contemporary has abandoned the 
support of McIntyre. If we may be al- 
lowed, we would og that it will be 
less liable to err in the future, if it will 
confine itself to subjects upon which it 
is better informed. The Northwestern 
Miller will gladly acknowledge the 
Journal’s superior ability to handle 
other topics, but, in the matter of the 
milling business alone, it may perhaps 
without egoism claim to be somewhat 
better posted than its contemporary, 
and therefore better qualified to speak 
as one in authority. For instance, on 
the subject of ''Latter Day Miracles,” 
as set forth to the extent of a couple of 
columns in the Journal of the 21st, the 
Northwestern Miller readily yields 
place. The masterly manner in which 
are related the miraculous cures effected 
upon local incurables at the shrine of 
Sainte Anne de Beaupre by that good 
saint’s wristbone is quite within the 
proper scope of our contemporary, and 
not for worlds would we attempt to rival 
it. We trust that hereafter, warned by 
its little misadventure with McIntyre, 
our contemporary will leave the unfa- 
miliar subject of milling alone and run 
and play with the wristbone of good 
Sainte Anne, avoiding, as dangerous, the 
fleshly arm of Ballou. 


READERS of the Northwestern Miller 
will recall an article which appeared in 
these columns June I4th referring to an 
extraordinary and unusual charge made 
by Messrs. J.& A. Allan of Glasgow 
for mending and putting in condition 
sacks of flour which were found, on dis- 
charge from their steamers, to be torn 
and in bad condition. This charge, as 
we pointed out, was unsatisfactory to 
Glasgow importers, who paid it under 
protest, and constituted a tax on_flour 
which no other port had to pay. In the 
editorial referred to, the Northwestern 
Miller went into the matter rather thor- 
oughly and expressed the hope that 
Messrs. J. & A. Allan would find it pos- 
sible to withdraw from a position which 
it regarded as somewhat arbitrary, cer- 
tainly illogical and perhaps _unten- 
able. The Northwestern Miller is 
gratified to be able to state that, 
since the article appeared, Messrs. 
J.& A. Allan, after giving the matter 
further consideration, have decided to 
withdraw the objectionable charge. We 
felt quite sure that a closer examination 
into the merits of the case would con- 
vince the steamship owners that the 
charge constituted a hardship from 
which the consignees should properly 
be relieved, and are now very much 
yleased that we were not mistaken. 
Messrs. J. & A. Allan are to be congrat- 
ulated upon meeting the reasonable de- 
sires of the flour importers so readily, 
and we sincerely hope that the harmo- 
nious relations between carrier and con- 
signee which this charge threatened to 
interrupt, or at least mar, will hence- 
forth continue unintermittently. If the 
Northwestern Miller has in some meas- 
ure contributed to bring about this 
pleasant result, it is very glad. 


THE failure of the Model Mill Com- 
pany at Nashville, Tennessee, an ac- 
count of which appears elsewlere in 
this number of the Northwestern Miller, 
isan example of what unmerciful and 
hopeless competition will bring about. 
As the successful trust shows how the 
few may profit at the expense of the — 
lic, the business ruined by unhealthy 
competition presents the reverse of the 
picture, the public benefiting at the sac- 
rifice of the investors. There should be, 
and there is, a happy medium, and it 
would be better maintained if there were 
more manufacturers who resolutely de- 
clined to follow competition down to the 
danger-line of cost, and who, rather than 
lose money, will close their factories, 
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Nashville has been for many years the 
center of a competition in milling which 
happily is not, we believe, approached 
in intensity by any milling point in 
this country. To begin with, from one 
cause or another, its milling capacity 
was increased far beyond the demand of 
its legitimate and natural market and 
there did not seem to be a possibility of 
reaching further afield, to any advant- 
age. Confined to certain markets and 
these composed of close and not very 
discriminating buyers, that is to say of 
buyers who would pay no premium for 
superior quality, the millers, instead of 
wisely realizing conditions and acting 
accordingly, have seemed, for the most 
ee determined to eat each other up. 

t became a case of the survival of the 
fittest, and the fittest was he of the long- 
est purse. The Model Mill was backed 
by people who had money to lose, and 
they have lost it. The mill never paid 
a dividend, but having a capacity of 
from 1,200 to 1,400 barrels per day, went 
resolutely ahead selling flour at less 
than cost and making prices which no 
other mill could meet without sacrifice. 
The result, finally, is a loss of the entire 
investment of $137,000 to the stock- 
holders, and, unless the plant sells 
for a phenomenal price, a _ large 
loss to the creditors. Nor is this 
all; in the mad race to make the 
lowest price, other mills have been 
affected and probably twenty or twenty- 
five plants selling to the same territory 
have had their _ dragged down by 
this aimless and senseless competition. 
The result certainly cannot be very grat- 
ifying to the vanquished nor can it bring 
much comfort to the victor. The pub- 
lic is indifferent; if it had paid a little 
more for its flour it would never have 
known the difference, and the Nashville 
plant would not have gone into bank- 
ruptcy. 


Just wherein lies the peculiar charm 
of doing business at a loss is something 
hard to discern, and yet it appears as if 
some millers absolutely revel in the 
thought that they are selling at the low- 
est possible price and that, while they 
are making no money, others are losing 
more than they. The secret of business 
success is not to drag down others but 
to build up yourself. The writer was re- 
centiy interviewed by a gentleman who 
sought advice. He desired to get some 
one to help him form a stock company 
so that he might buy out his partner. 
Asked as to his profits, he admitted that 
they were not very large, but boasted 
with a glow of pride on his face that his 
concern had ‘'busted’”’ three other com- 
petitors and was still living. It was 
true that new competitors might enter 
the field, but he could undoubtedly 
‘tdown”’ them also, It appeared as if 
his chief end and aim in business 
life had been to ‘tbust’? somebody. 
Needless to say, it was difficult for such 
aman to find backing. Capitalists do 
not care to conduct business as Dewey 
conducts a naval engagement. The man 
who wants to ''bust’’ somebody usually 
ends by ‘tbusting’’ himself. Those who 
live by the sword perish by the sword. 
A man who sells at less than cost ought 
to be ashamed of himself. He has no 
right to a business existence. A miller 
should know what his flour costs,—com- 
paratively few seem to obtain this essen- 
tial knowledge,—and if he cannot sell 
above cost he had better be man enough 
to shut up his mill and be done with it 
rather than ruin himself and damage 
his fellow men by selling at figures 
which bring ultimate ruin. 


SincE Secretary Alger has retired 
‘tunder fire,” thereby creating an hon- 
orable precedent for the distinguished 
zuild of secretaries, perhaps Secretary 
3arry, now sitting upon the remains of 
the Millers’ National Association may 
feel that he may do likewise without 
loss of self respect. Secretary Barry 
has been ‘'under fire’ several years, 
and doubtless would have resigned 
long ago if the fire had died out; 
unfortunately, the secretary’s own acts 
constantly afforded ammunition for the 
enemy and consequently the fire did 
not relax. Since he held it unmanly to 
retire under fire, his sinecure promised 
to be life long, but now that Secretary 
Alger has shown the way by which a 
general and a secretary can _ retire 
under fire and still not lose _ his 
self-esteem, the other general and sec- 
retary might wisely follow his exam- 
ple, fo the great relief of a patient but 
weary executive and the immense bet- 
terment of the Millers’ National Asso- 
ciation. Barryism is responsible for 
just as much trouble and discontent in 
the milling trade as Algerism was in 
the war department. The two generals 
who were also secretaries have many 
points of resemblance, and we hope that 
the striking similarity may be even 
more emphasized inthe matter of re- 
signing ‘‘under fire,’’ 
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There was practically no change in 
the flour output last week—an increase 
of 4,570 bbls. The ren ground was 
252,315 bbls, against 225,755 in 1898. This 
week’s operations will be characterized 
by a good round addition to the produc- 
tion. One group of mills was run 
through Sunday, and two that have been 
idle will be operated. Thus, with the 
full capacity moving, the current week’s 
production should be not = under 
300,000 bbls, consuming about 1,400,000 
bus wheat. A better demand for flour 
has stimulated the greater activity 
among the mills. The flour market 
showed material improvement last 
week, more particularly as to the vol- 
ume of demand perhaps than in 
orices. About all mills sold their 
ull output—some 50 to 60 per cent 
over. While the great bulk of sales were 
in domestic markets, considerable ex- 
port orders were booked, patent seem- 
ing to go easiest. The situation was not 
without complaints, however, of ab- 
normally low prices being made, most- 
ly domestic. Some millers, in fact, 
stated that they had been able to get 
relatively better values abroad than at 
home. One feature was that most mills, 
and especially those outside of Minne- 
apolis, had a good deal of flour booked 
ahead, and the thought naturally sug- 
gested itself that buyers would 
soon find that it was not an easy 
matter to place orders for quic 
shipment. Millers have been wait- 
ing for such an_ opportunity to 
secure relatively better prices for 
flour, and they are likely to avail them- 
selves of the propitious conditions now 
forming. The sales last week of Min- 
neapolis mills proper approximated 
437,000 bbls, against 282,000 in the pre- 
ceding week and 275,000 in 1898. Some 
mills had a very fair foreign trade on 
patent, though bids were ordinarily 3d 
to 6d or more too low. Clear appeared 
not to be in active demand, though there 
were more or less export sales. Witha 
fairly strong wheat market now, millers 
look for foreign trade to improve. Do- 
mestic buyers show a more positive 
disposition to take hold, and with stocks 
light, millers are beginning to antici- 
pate more favorable markets. Flour 
prices are practically the same as a week 
ago.

Paul, under the style of Robbins & War- 
ner, will engage in a general grain com- 
mission business. 

Local prices of flour to grocers and re- 
tailers are $3.90 for patent in sacks, and 
$3.50 for straight. Where spot cash is 
paid, 8¢ per bbl is deducted. The retail 
price is now $4.30 for patent. 

The inspection of wheat received at 
Minneapolis for the week ended Satur- 
day was as follows: No. 1 hard, 2 cars; 
No. 1 northern, 1,225; No. 2, 374; No. 3, 
55; rejected, 54; no-grade, 104; total, 1,814. 

Some patent was reported sold the 
past week when wheat was lowest, at 

33.05 per bbl in bulk. This was con- 
sidered below cost, and only here and 
there was anybody found willing to sell 
at that basis. 

Northwestern mills are today (Tues- 
day) holding patent at $3.80@3.85, in 
sacks, thirty-day drafts, for delivery in 
Iowa, Illinois and Wisconsin points; 
bulk shorts, $13.50 per ton in mixed cars 
and bran, $13. For cash, 5c per bbl an 
25c per ton is discounted from these 
quotations. 

It is stated that the success of farm- 
ers’ elevators at Ortonville and Chokio, 
Minn., has induced farmers to under- 
take the erection of similar houses at 
Brown’s Valley, Beardsley and Du- 
mont, Minn. There appears to be more 
independent elevators in prospect this 
year than have ever before been oper- 
ated. 

Frank Lydiard & Co, is the name of a 
new firm which will engage in a general 
grain business here, with office at 514 
Corn Exchange. The principal, Frank 
Lydiard, was formerly with the grain 
weighmaster’s yong William A. 
Townsend, who has been manager of 
the cash grain department of Gregory, 
Jennison & Co., will be associated with 
him. 

The west half of the Pillsbury A mill 
was placed in operation Sunday after a 
long idleness for extensive improve- 
ments, and started off in a favorable 
manner. Among other machinery added 
were 40 double 10x36 Allis rolls anda 
large number of reels. The main driv- 
ing apparatus was also thoroughly re- 
modeled and simplified. With the 
changes, the expectation is that the mill 
will be able to turn out not far from 10,- 
000 bbls daily. 

The members of the board of appeals, 
to serve in connection with the state 
grain inspection department, draw a 
salary of $2,000 per year.

Benjamin Stockman, president of the 
New Ulm Roller Mill Co., arrived home 
Saturday after three months’ absence in 
E1rope. About a month of the time he 
spent visiting his home in Leith, and 
the rest of it he devoted to traveling 
and calling upon connections of his 
pe rye’ S His observation was that 
stocks in the United Kingdom were 
comparatively small. Mr. Stockman is 
a strong believer in delays in transit 
having a most adverse influence on the 
volume of trade done by our millers 
abroad. He says that the importers, on 
account of delays, will not buy flour ex- 
cept when they consider it very low in 

rice. Foreign millers and _ factors 

now comparatively little about pro- 
tecting themselves by ‘'‘hedging,’’ and 
practice it even less. 

The friends of James McDaniel will 
be surprised to learn that ke is to retire 
as superintendent miller of the Wash- 
burn A mill. He has tendered his res- 
i nation, and though the Washburn- 

rosby Co. is very loth to part with his 
services, he will leave its employ as 
soon as a new man is decided upon.

Daniel has been connected with the 
Washburn mills since 1874, and dur- 
ing most of these 25 years, he has 
been in charge of the Washburn A 
—next to the largest mill in Min- 
neapolis. During that time he has 
demonstrated himself to be a _ mill- 
er of exceptional ability as well as 
one peculiarly qualified to handle and 
direct men. No miller is more popular. 
Frank, open, independent and fearless, 
but withal just and considerate, he has 
endeared himself particularly to the 
employees of the A mill, and they feel 
that it is much like parting with a 
father to have him leave them. 

The Smith-Helm Co. has begun busi- 
ness in Minneapolis, and will aim to fill 
a new field. It is well known that clear 
and low-grade flours of many countr 
mills lack uniformity and vary in qual- 
ity.

will have charge of the company’s plant.

For two months to come, he 
will have plenty of trouble placating in- 
dignant millers for whom machinery 
has not been got out on time. But worst 
of all, he is suffering from advancing 
prices of material. Thursday the price 
of lumber was advanced 50c per M, and 
the numerous contracts yet to be carried 
out do not protect the machinery men 
against the effect of this appreciation. 
Again, the elevator bucket manufactur- 
ers have been heartless enough to ad- 
vance their goods 15 per cent. Since 
prices had previously been put up 75 per 
cent, with no opportunity allowed buy- 
ers to get in orders before the new sched- 
ule went into effect, millfurnishers feel 
a trifle aggrieved. As to elevator cups, 
the advance is believed to be the result 
of a combine, pure and simple.

The State of Minnesota Aroused—Its 
Press Outspoken Against the Flour 
Trust—Small Millers Threatened 
—An Appeal to the Law. 


This is the law of Minnesota as relat- 
ing to trusts: 

‘Any corporation organized under 
the laws of any other state, territory or 
country, which is now located, or which 
may hereafter be located within this 
state, and engages in the manufacture, 
production or sale of any article therein, 
which shall either directly or indirectly 
make any contract, agreement or ar- 
rangement, or enter into any combina- 
tion, conspiracy or trust, as defined in 
Section 1 of this act, shall, in addition 
to the penalty prescribed in Section 2 of 
this act, be prohibited from doing any 
further business in this ‘state.”’

The United States Flour Milling Co., 
a corporation organized under the laws 
of New Jersey, having a capital of $40,- 
000,000, $24,000,000 of which is now held 
in its treasury for the express purpose 
of acquiring other properties now compet- 
ing with it, has already purchased ALL 
the flour mills in Duluth and Superior 
and has just secured control of the thir 
largest mill in Minneapolis. This com- 

any now owns mills in New York, 

yracuse, Baldwinsville, Buffalo, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Superior and Minne- 
apolis. Its daily capacity is over 50,000 
barrels of flour, twice that of the Pills- 
ef company, until now the largest 
mill in the world. 

Thomas A. McIntyre of New York, 
the organizer, promoter and treasurer 
of this gigantic combination of twenty- 
four mills, in a recent interview pub- 
lished in the New York Commercial, is 
quoted as saying: 

'tThe innocent should be made to suf- 
fer with the guilty in the interests of 
the public by THE SWEEPING AWAY 
OF THE SMALL MILLER. This will come 
about in the ordinary course of things 
BY THE COMBINATION ULTIMATELY OF 
ALL THE LARGE MILLING INTERESTS IN 
THE COUNTRY, Which will make it pos- 
sible to supply the very best flour at the 
very lowest price and sO PUT THE SMALL 
MILLER OUT OF THE RUNNING.” 

There are not less than five hundred 
‘tsmall” millers in the state of Minne- 
sota alone. 

This means that if McIntyre can have 
his way, at least five hundred small in- 
dustries in that one state,will, to use his 
own language, be swept away.

Will Begin Action. 


Little Falls Transcript—Attorney Gener- 
al Douglas will begin action under the anti- 
trust law to prevent the McIntyre flour mill 
trust from acquiring property in Minnesota. 
The next few years will develop some in- 
teresting litigation regarding manufactur- 
ing combinations. National and state laws 
have been passed to “regulate” trusts, but 
their continued formation shows that the 
business interests believe they are acting 
within their legal rights by uniting. The 
whole question is a comparatively new one, 
and while there is a strong sentiment 
against trusts,it is not clearly shown yet just 
how the national and state governments can 
regulate them. The result of Minnesota’s 
efforts to stop the McIntyre flour mill com- 
bination from doing business will be 
watched with interest. 


The Law to be Tested. 


Times, Morris—At last the Minnesota 
anti-trust law, enacted at the recent session 
of the legislature, is to be tested in the 
courts, and the first corporation upon 
which it will be tried is the United States 
Flour Milling Co., the flour mill syndicate 
organized through the efforts of Thomas 
McIntyre. 

The case is to be brought by the attorney 
general, who will have the assistance of ° 
8. Dwinnell, Minneapolis, who, as the framer 
of the law, is probably the best qualified for 
the task. 

This legal contest will be one of the most 
important ever brought before the courts 
of this state, viewing it either from the bus- 
iness or political standpoint. The business 
point of view is undoubtedly of greatest im- 
portance, and the outcome of Minneapolis 
and of her own future welfare will be de- 
termined with the disposition of the case. 

It is not yet known in what particular 
manner the action will be cammenced, but 
it is quite certain that the United States 
Milling Co, will be attacked as atrust. Un- 
der the law of the state all trusts organized 
after the passage of the act, and this com- 
pany is one of those which come under this 
category, are not to be allowed to begin 
business in this state or to establish any 
agency here. They cannot even acquire 
property in the state, and any accounts 
owing any such trust are declared void and 
uncollectable. 


Dangerous to the State. 


Post News, Alexandria—It is gratifying, ir- 
respective of party interest, to learn that 
Attorney General Douglas is to bring action 
against the operation of the flour trust in 
this state. As is known, Minneapolis had 
several independent and competing milling 
companies. These companies had in the 
last few years consolidated to a consider- 
able extent, but there was still active and 
aggressive competition. It was with much 
satisfaction that the people saw the great 
Pillsbury milling interests fight the trust 
and refuse to have any thing to do with it. 
It was hoped then that it would not be able 
to get a foothold in Minnesota’s chief wheat 
and flouring center, though it had gotten 
the large mills at Duluth and West Superi- 
or. But now, at last, it has the Consolidated 
Milling Co. at Minneapolis, the third largest 
manufacturer of flour there. 

Of all the agencies through which Minne- 
apolis has grown and prospered, the most 
fruitful has been its flouring mills. Now, 
however, that the trust has secured a foot- 
hold there, no other will be so foolish as to 
build another mill there, and it may be only 
a question of time when even the Pillsbury 
and the Washburn mills will have to suc 
cumb. In no other avenue of trade or man- 
ufacture could the trust be more dangerous 
to our state. The trust now controls nearly 
all the large mills of the country except the 
Pillsbury andthe Washburn. It already has 
it in its power to dictate prices. By over- 
production and storing the output when 
wheat is cheap, it can shut down its mills 
and “bear” prices when wheat is scarce. It 
can by such manipulations and by otherwise 
forestalling the market, to a large extent 
control wheat prices in the northwest. 
Large millers practically never confine 
themselves to legitimate milling; they are 
always wheat speculators. The only safety 
of the producer against them has been com- 
petition. While one mill is a bear, another 
will be a bull; no two are apt to judge the 
market just alike. But the trust will always 
be a bear in wheat, while in flour with its tre- 
mendous output, it already probably has 
the power to strike the special markets of 
any competition and break it. Once in ab- 
solute control, there could be no greater 
curse and blight visit this northwest coun- 
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try. If Mr. Douglas finds the present law 
insufficient, it is one of the first duties of the 
next Jegislature to make one that will at 
least fit this case.

If only one miller followed 
this practice, the effect on the mar- 
kets would be of no account, but 
when every miller in the country has a 
little surplus to work off at cost or an 
old price, just so he can keep going, it

We sold consider- 
able flour, some at satisfactory prices 
and some at prices not satisfactory. 
There is a good demand for feed at fair 
prices.”’ 

R. J. Hamilton, White Pigeon: ‘The 
flour market continued fair during the 
week, patent a in demand for ex- 
port. At present, there is an excellent 
demand for feed and at fairly good 
prices. No new wheat on the market 
yet, but the sound of the thresher ‘is 

eard in the land.’ ”’ 

David Stott, Detroit: ‘tCrop condi- 
tions in this vicinity are very good. 
We have had considerable rain. Phote 
a falling off in the demand for feed, but 
have been able to sell considerable 
flour, due most entirely to the decline 
in the market. Foreign importers are 
still bidding from 6d to 9d too low.” 

Bela W. Jenks, secretary J. Jenks & 
Co., Sand Beach: ‘tHarvest will com- 
mence here this week. There is no 
change in conditions and the outlook is 
for about 50 to 60 per cent of a crop. The 
domestic trade on flour was good last 
week, but there was no export demand. 
Wheat is moving freely at firm prices.”’ 

Robert Henkel, secretary Commercial 
Milling Co., Detroit: ‘tThe movement 
of new wheat is not as large as was ex- 

ected, even with the short crop. So 
ar but afew cars have come into this 
market, against several hundred at the 
same time last year. Flour sales in the 
domestic market were better in the last 
few days; buyers have become con- 
vinced that wheat and flour were about 
on the bottom. We have no export de- 
mand. Feed is still selling at good 
prices and is in active demand.”’ 

Titus & Hicks, Battle Creek: ‘'Last 
week about finished the wheat harvest. 
but very little new wheat has been 
threshed yet, but what has come to mar- 
ket is very plump and heavy. We think 
very little wheat will be threshed for 
some time to come, as farmers are not 
willing to sell now. Weare having no 
export flour demand but domestic trade 
is improving on all grades. The de- 
mand for feed is very good for this time 
of year; are selling all our output at 
home and cannot accumulate any for 
shipment.,”’ 

Hart Bros., ct seg ‘tFor the last 
four or five weeks we have been getting 
the house and foundations in for our 
new steam plant, which we now have 
installed and are running full time. 
Wheat is about all cut; the quality is 
very good and we will have a yield of 
10 to 25 bus per acre. We think that 
when the farmers come to thresh, the 
will be somewhat surprised at the yield, 
as the heads are very —_ and the 
grain plump. There is still about 40 
= cent of the last crop in farmers’ 

ands, and with that amount back add- 
ed to what they will harvest, there will be 
quite enough to grind this year. We 
understand that in some localities the 
wheat is poor, especially on sandy soil, 
but our grain is chiefly grown on heavy 
clay soil, inclined to be flat. We are 
seld ahead on flour, feed and oats, have 
some flour booked for export and some 
sold domestic. Have had several in- 
quiries of late for flour, but prices’ bid 
were not in line with wheat. All crops, 
oats, beans and corn, look good and are 
growing nicely.”

Though the flour output in the last 
week was considerably lighter than in 
the week previous, sales were reported 
quite good both at home and abroad. 
Patents and clears as well were worked 
more liberally than for a number of 
days, though the selling was not heavy. 
Feeds show a slight decline in tone and 
wheat screenings are very dull. The 
mills made only 34,960 bbls, compared 
with 62,000 a week earlier. This week 
only three mills are renning. The flour 
movement showed a liberal expansion 
on the week, the rail receipts and local 
mills’ make having reached 201,535 bbls, 
compared with 131,085 a week ago and 
106,365 a year ago. Stocks of flour here 
July 22 amounted to 214,470 bbls, com- 
pared with 188,935 a week ago and 67,925 
a year ago.

Less favorable reports are coming 
from the spring wheat section. Wheat 
in the milk is being injured by hot 
weather and the more advanced heads 
which are in the dough are likely in 
many fields to produce a_ shrunken 
berry because of hot weather. In some 
sections where showers have fallen the 
crop shows good promise. Wheat har- 
vest will be on the latter part of -this 
week in a small way, thonan Aug. 10 to 
15 is the date set by many North Dako- 
tans. The rye and barley harvest is now 
under way and a fair crop is assured. 
Farmers have an abundance of hay this 
year owing to the large rainfall earlier 
in the season. Wheat receipts are not 
heavy. Milling is quiet and millers are 
not running their mills more than half 
time in many cases, while quite a num- 
ber of mills are down. Millers look fora 
good season on the new crop. 

FROM THE TRADE. 

R. W. Handke, Bristol, S. D., July 21: 
‘The crops are looking very light. Hot 
winds are very bad. If there is no change 
soon it will be like the crop of 1897.” 

The Cascade Milling Co., Sioux Falls, 
8S. D., July 19: ‘tCrop prospects in this 
section are perfect. Wheat stands about 
four feet high and will be ready for the 
harvester in two weeks. The farmers 
are already cutting barley.” 

F. R. Wing, Ipswich, 8S. D., July 20: 
“The crop outlook is not as good as a 
week or ten days ago. Hot weather is 
drying up the wheat, except where they 
have had local showers. A good part of 
the barley and ryeis cut, but wheat 
harvest will not begin for two weeks.”’ 

Goose River Mill Co., Mayville, N. 
D., July 19: ‘'Conditions are favorable 
for an average crop throughout our lo- 
ealitv, although wheat is fully two 
weeks later than last year. Wheat cut- 
ting will not begin before Aug. 15. 
Milling is quiet and flour prices unsat- 
isfactory.” 

Valley Springs (S. D.) Roller Mill Co., 
July 19: ‘‘Wheat is in good condition 
and promises a good yield, but this is 
the critical time for wheat, as we are 
subject to hot winds at this season. 
Wheat will be ready for the harvester 
about Aug. 5. Barley and rye are being 
harvested.”’ 

J. W. Kelley & Son, Huron, 8S. D., July 
20: ''The wheat prospects in this coun- 
ty have been reduced materially; very 
hot weather and lack of moisture have 
done the damage, which cannot be re- 
paired. Flour seems to be in better de- 
mand. Wheat receipts are too light to 
permit of much business.” 

E. A. Morrison, De Smet, S. D., July 
21: ''Dry weather has injured our wheat 
crop extensively and if we get half as 
much grain tributary to this market as 
last year we will do well. Rye and bar- 
ley harvest is going ahead nicely. 
Wheat is ripening prematurely and will 
soon need cutting. Corn is looking fine- 
ly and promises a heavy crop.’”’ 

H.C. Ehrlich, superintendent Globe 
Milling Co., Perham, Minn., July 18: 
'tCrop. prospects in this section were 
never better. Contrary to the general 
rule, farmers do not complain. Wheat 
is well headed out, and with fair weather 
harvesting will commence in about two 
weeks. Wheat will average 15 to 20 bus 
per acre. Flour trade is quiet. Feed 
trade good. Mill running steadily on 
half time.” 

W. H. Stokes, Watertown (S. D.) Roll- 
er Mill Co: ‘ttWe have had three or four 
days of very hot weather, with winds 
from the south, which has been very 
trying on our immature crops. The 
crops on clay subsoil land seems to 
stand it pretty well, but there has been 
considerable damage done already to 
crops on light soil, more especially in 
the Sioux valley. On heavy soil it is 
hardly noticeable, but no doubt if the 
present climatic conditions continue 
much longer, it will materially interfere 
with our yield of both wheat and flax. 
I understand the James river valley is 
badly scorched already, and with the 
most favorable weather from this on, in 
my opinion, we shall not harvest as 
many bushels per acre as last year.”’ 
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The Red River Valley Millers’ Club 
met at Fargo, N. D., last Tuesday and 
discussed routine business. The next 
meeting will be held Aug. 15, when the 
matter of aos a secretary will be 
taken -. The club promises to be as 
active this season as previously. The 
last meeting was attended by quite a 
gathering of Duluth-Superior and Twin 
City railroad men,

FREIGHT NOTES, 


The receivers of flour and grain of this 
state are very much at sea, and a great 
deal of trouble and annoyance has been 
caused by several of the lake-and-rail 
lines out of Chicago refusing to give 
Brunswick billing at Portland rate. 

In November, 1897, the Maine Central 
railroad, which touches nearly all the 
large towns in the state east of Portland, 
and which has a direct connection with 
the Grand Trunk at North Stratford 
Junction, made Brunswick, which is a 
local point on their road twenty-nine 
miles east of Portland, a billing point 
at Boston rate, and based their local 
tariffs on flour and grain in carload lots 
to points in the interior of the state from 
Brunswick instead of from Portland, 
Yarmouth, or Danville Junction as for- 
merly. 

The object of taking this local station 
fifteen miles from any competitive 
point, and making it the basis for all lo- 
eal tariffs, was to gain the haul from 
North Stratford Junction to Yarmouth 
Junction, 146 miles,—and shut out the 
Grand Trunk from delivering freight 
intended for interior points in this state, 
at Yarmouth Junction, and oblige them 
to turn it all over to the Maine Central 
at North Stratford. 

Lately several lake-and-rail lines, es- 
pecially those out of Chicago, have re- 
fused to give Brunswick billing, ex- 
cept at 60c per ton over the Boston rate, 
or the rate to Portland or Lewiston, 
which are competitive points, claiming 
that the Maine Central exacted this 
amount before making divisions with 
other roads. As all the arbitraries 
down through the state are based on 
Brunswick billings, and the flour and 
grain dealers cannot get this billing 
from their shippers, they are placed in 
a rather awkward position. As matters 
stand at present, with 60c per ton extra 
for Brunswick billing and 40c¢ local to 
Bangor, Bangor merchants are obliged 
to pay $1 per ton over Boston or Port- 
land, and the much-talked-of advantage 
of the low rates of freight made by the 
Maine Central railroad two years ago 
does not seem to have materialized. 

The announcement made in Saturday 
morning’s Boston Globe that Bangor 
was to be made a billing te at the 
same rate as Portland or Boston, will 
be very welcome news to the merchants 
of that city, and although the railroad 
officials state that there is nothing in 
the report, a material change in freight 
rates and billing arrangements may be 
looked for shortly. 

The Canadian Pacific has long had an 
eye open for this Bangor billing, and as 
it has lately been rumored that there 
has been considerable friction between 
this road and the Maine Central, espe- 
cially since the opening of the new 
Washington County railroad, it would 
not be surprising if that road played an 
important part in the new freight ar- 
rangements.

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MILLING IN MANXLAND. 


II. 


[Subject of illustration.} 

N a former article I dealt with Manx 
milling chiefly from a historical 
point of view. I will now ask the 
reader to accompany me on a trip 
among a few of the existing mills. 

We must not expect too much; for the 
island is but a little place, and—with 
the Liverpool millers and importers 
competing for its trade—the production 
of flour to any considerable extent is a 
thing of the past. 

As Douglas, besides being the capital, 
is essentially the ‘'gate’’ of Manxland, 
it would be natural for us to commence 
by a visit to a Douglas mill. But the 
lay is fine and the headlands-to the 
northwest look so inviting tat the 
temptation to take the short “rip to 
Laxey by electric car is too strong to be 
resisted. Indeed, we have good excuse 
for yielding; for the Laxey Glen mill is 
the finest in the island, and we are sure 
of a hearty welcome from its proprie- 
tors. So we take the car at Derby Castle 
and soon find ourselves high above the 
sea, rounding headlands and following 
the curves of rocky bays. Just below 
us at the top of Garwick glenis a quaint 
little grist mill, the illustration of 
which is given as representing the gen- 
eral type of the small country mills of 
the island. A couple of miles farther 
the coast line opens; and, turning sud- 
denly inland, we find ourselves running 
high up along the side of a deep valley. 
Below is a miniature harbor with a long, 
straggling village extending up the 
valley. In a few minutes more we are 
at our journey’s end. There is no need 


. fo ask our way; for the handsome build- 


ing which stretches right across the glen 
bears the legend, —_ Glen Mills,”’ 
carved on a large stone tablet above its 
center windows. It does not look in the 
least like a flour mill; and we present- 
ly learn that it was built by a Belfast 
firm after the style of the linen mills of 
that city. We also learn—much to our 
surprise—that it was built as long ago 
as 1862. It looks as if it might have been 
finished yesterday. Nor does the interi- 
or belie external appearances. The 
whole place is well lighted, airy and 
thoroughly well finished, with plenty 
of room for additional machinery if re- 
quired. 

Here we find Thomas Corlett with his 
eldest son and namesake. The former 
is the beau-ideal of a jolly miller of the 
old school. He tells us that he took the 
mill over in 1878; that he fought fora 
long time against the introduction of 
the roller system; but that at last he be- 
came convinced that it was a question 
between introducing it or losing his 
business. Even then, while putting in 
the rolls, he retained the stones as well. 
They come in handy for grinding soft 
Manx wheat, the flour from which is 
liked for its fine flavor. The mill also 
possesses a good oatmeal plant and 
turns out a nice quality of meal. The 
power is supplied by water-wheel and 
steam. 

Returning to Douglas, we make our 
way along the side of the inner harbor 
and, crossing the old bridge, find our- 
selves at the Nunnery mill, worked by 
W.& T. F. Quine, sons of Mr. Quine 
of Silverburn. This mill, as the name 
implies, is the successor of older mills 
belonging to a large nunnery which ex- 
isted in the neighborhood up to the time 
of Queen Elizabeth. It is probable, 
however, that the original mill was sit- 
uated rather higher up the stream. The 
present one is an unpretentious build- 
ing, rather of country than city type. 
But it contains up-to-date machinery, 
turns out a good sack of flour, and does 
a considerable trade in ‘twhole meal’’ 
flour not only in the island itself but in 
‘tthe adjacent islands of Great Britain 
and Ireland,” as the Manx sometimes 
laughingly call them. 

The mill, which is driven entirely by 
water from a powerful race running out 
of the Douglas river at a weir some few 
hundred yards away, is under the active 
managementof William Quine, Jr., who, 
like his machinery, is quite up to date. 

For anyone having time to spare it is 
a pleasant excursion to Messrs. Quine’s 
other mill at Silverburn, reached from 
Ballasalla station by a pleasant walk 
past the ruined Abbey of Rushen and 
the old bridge built by the monks—too 
narrow for a wheeled vehicle to cross— 
and up a long winding glen. But to 
make sure of catching Mr. Quine, Sr., it 
is necessary to make an appointment 
beforehand; for he is one of the busiest 
men in Manxland, a member of the 
Manx parliament and of many commit- 
tees. He is another specimen of the 
‘‘jolly old miller’ and a grand adver- 
tisement for the temperance principles 
of which he is astrong advocate. He 
tells us that the original mill was built 
in 1610; and it and its successors con- 
tinued in the possession of the same

family—English Pg of the name of 
Preston—until fifty or sixty years ago. 
The present building is comparatively 
new, and has lately been fitted with a 
plant for the manufacture of flaked oats. 
At present it can only cope with the in- 
sular demand; but Manx oats are good 
and plentiful and there is no reason 
why an extensive business should not 
eventually be done for export. 

Harking back to Douglas—a walk of 
a few minutes along the Castletown 
road brings us to oe mill, a fair- 
ly old structure, which, like the prover- 
bial mistress of the boarding house, has 
‘tseen better days.’’ At one time, so the 

resent proprietor, Mr. Cowley, tells us, 

tdid almost the largest oatmeal trade 

in the island. That was when oatmeal 
and herrings formed the staple diet of 
the islanders. From Kewaigne, a field 
| te skirting the nunnery’ grounds 

rings us back to the Douglas river, 
about half a mile above Quine’s mill, 
and close to a mean-looking little build- 
ing, once the Pulrose mill, but now a 
laundry. Another quarter of a mile 
along the river bank and we reacha 
large structure not so very long ago the 
Spring Valley Mills but converted—or 
perverted, as our temperance friends 
would doubtless say—into a thriving 
brewery. 

A little beyond this point the valley 
of the Douglas divides into the valleys 
of the Dhoo or Black river and the Glass 
or Bright river. With the latter, though 
the larger stream, we have small inter- 
est; for, though it works important 
worsted and flannel mills it is almost 
featureless as regards flour mills. So 
we will follow the Dhoo, which turns 
westward, and at a distance of abouta 
mile and a half or so come to a long 
high building with a number of low 
sheds at the rear. This is Union Mills 
—giving the name to the railway sta- 
tion, post-office and district round them. 
Here in old times was the Mullen 
Doway, or Mill of the Black Ford, one of 
the most ancient in Man. This was 
burnt and after some years the present 
buildings were built. They consist 
of a large flour and oatmeal mill with a 
woolen mill in the rear; the two being 
worked in conjunction by the firm of 
Dalrymple Maitland & Co. Not only so, 
but a general store on the principle com- 
mon enough in some parts of America 
was run in connection with the busi- 
ness, and ‘tUnion Mills” became syn- 
onymous with all that was prosperous 
and go-ahead. But times change and 
Union Mills is no —— the busy a 
itused to be. W. Dalrymple Maitland 
retired some ten years ago while still 
comparatively a young man. He is still 
prominent in the island as a director 
of leading companies. Other parties 
could not make the combined business- 
es pay. Now the corn-mill is worked 
single handed by a shrewd old Manx- 
man, Mr. Kissack; while the extensive 
woolen sheds have been turned into a 
mineral water factory and a dye-works. 

In reply to some remarks as to the 
very large size of many of the mill 
buildings in the island, in comparison 
with the work the machinery is capable 
of doing, Mr. Kissack explains that in 
many cases very large storage accom- 
modation was necessary. Water supply 
in the summer was capricious; and 
large stocks both of oats and meal had 
to be held in order to have ample mate- 
rial to work upon when water was plen- 
tiful and ample supplies for customers, 
should the mill be kept standing. Then 
folks who brought their ‘'grist’’ to the 
mill liked to see it kept well apart from 
the milers’ own grain, lest there should 
be any confusion between 'tmeum” and 
‘ttaum.’”’ Indeed, there still remains up- 
on the Manx statute book an obligation 
on the part of miller to be sworn-in an- 
nually to deal honestly by their custom- 
ers; an obligation which has long since 
ceased to be enforced. 

What is more difficult of explanation 
is the very large size of the water-wheels 
attached to some of the very small 
mills. Take for instance, the old mill 
at Onchan, of which an illustration is 
given. When its water-rights were 
bought by the corporation of Douglas 
the wheel was removed to Grondle Glen 
where it is used for some purpose con- 
nected with the hotel. It is shown in 
another illustration; and one wonders 
why a wheel of such power should have 
been attached to a little place like the 
Onchan mill. 

Between Union Mills and Peel we 
pass many little mills at the foot of the 
different glens; but we will visit only 
one of them. This is Glen Darrag 
Mills or, as it is called in old Manx rec- 
ords, ‘tMullen e Cain’’—Cain’s mill—as 
likely as not founded by ancestors of 
our Kansas friends. This Mullen e Cain 
is a grim-looking erection of moderate 
size standing across the entrance toa 

»yretty glen, well wooded, and carpeted 
n spring with bluebells and primroses. 
The mill is, at first sight, a puzzle. It 
is not a steam mill, for there is no chim- 
ney; but neither is there any sign of 


water-wheel or race or culvert to carry 
off waste water, A stream flows down 
the glen but passes some distance at one 
side of the mill. Butatiny waterfall 
down the steep side of the glen gives a 
clue to the mayatery j and, climbing up 
we discover the race at the top. At that 
side the high bank comes very near the 
building, and a trough a few feet in 
length conveys the water into the build- 
ing just below the roof. It is an ar- 
rangemént common enough where alow 
building stands at the foot of a steep 
descent; but seldom seen in the case of 
a structure of good height, standing out 
on level ground. The wheel is in the 
middle of the main ox wr i working 
in a sort of hu cupboard. ‘Not a 
pleasant place M any means,’ is our 
reflection as, standing in the cupboard, 
we look into the black depths below. 
‘tWhere does the water go to?’’ we ask. 
Well, it goes into a drain which runs 
underground across the yard and the 
road and rejoins the stream under a 
bridge. 

Taking the train at Crozby we pass 
Greeba castle, the residence of Hall 
Caine, and, further on, the Tynwald 
Hill at St. John’s where the Manx laws 
are promulgated year by year. We catch 
glimpses of two more little mills; and, 
poeews close under Glenfaba mill—an 
llustration of which accompanied my 
former article—arrive at the old cathe- 
dral city of the island. A short walk 
brings us back to Glenfaba where we 
take a look at the mill and have a chat 
with Mr. Faragher, the proprietor. The 
situation of the mill is very picturesque, 
the River Neb narrowing at that point 
and passing between high banks. The 
building is, next to that at Laxey Glen, 
the most substantial and modern-look- 
ing in the island. The two water-wheels 
working abreast, are of good class, an 
the supply of water is excellent. The 
mill does a fair trade, but is somewhat 
handicapped as regards flour for want 
of up-to-date machinery. 

In the short distance of eleven miles 
between Douglas and Peel we have 
passed ten mills or ex-mills, a proof of 
the extent to which the milling industry 
was carried on in its palmy days. 
Wherever one goes in the island it is the 
same; though the majority of the mills 
on the northern and southern river are 
of very small size and are let at little 
over the rent of cottages. Of some of 
the most interesting of the old out-lying 
mills and the histories and legends at- 
tached to them, I hope to say something 
in a future article. 





HEAD-OF-THE-LAKES ELEVATORS. 





The increase ig the elevator capacity 
at Superior-Duluth before another year 
will be enormous.

Several other houses are being talked 
of, but as they have not progressed 
much farther than having sites looked 
over for them, they can not be included 
in this list, which only includes houses 
that are either under construction or are 
quite certain to be erected before anoth- 
er season. The Peavey system,the Con- 
solidated extension, and the Duluth 
United States Flour Milling Co.’s 
houses are now under way and are being 
built by the Barnett & Record Co. Plans 
for the Omaha house have been drawn 
by the Barnett & Record Co., and it is 
quite certain that the house will be com- 
»leted for the winter storage of grain 
rom the southwest. The Great North- 
ern steel elevator is being built and the 
work will be pushed vigorously from 
this time on. 

While no attempt has been made to 
magnify the situation, the foregoing fig- 
ures may vary alittle from the capac- 
ities shown when the work is finished. 
L. C. Barnett is authority for the state- 
ment, however, that the elevator capac- 
ity at the Head of the Lakes will be in- 
creased over 10,000,000 bus before an- 
other year. This will give a local capac- 
ity for grain, not including a liberal 
mill elevator capacity, of something 
like 35,000,000 bus. An expansion in 
local grain storage facilities was abso- 
lutely necessary. It will be remembered 
that a number of weeks before the open- 
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ing of navigation this year, local eleva- 
tors were filled to their capacities and 
the normal volume of receipts was in 
part directed elsewhere.

The markets for wheat in this country 
continue to decline. I must admit it is 
against a expectations and ever so 
much against my wishes, for I am a 
friend of the American agriculturist, 
and for the reason that when that indus- 
try prospers it is an inspiration to all 
other interests. It has been a long cam- 
paign of weakness. Since July 12 cash 
wheat in Toledo has declined 4c per bu. 
In a month it has sold off 7c per bu. 
The Ohio movement has been a large 
element, in the aggregate. Interior ele- 
vators are full.and about half our re- 
ceipts are on consignment and and 
owned by Ohio farmers. whey are not 
sellers largely but are ye | or a bet- 
ter market. Michigan and Illinois are 
selling nothing of consequence. Indiana 
is selling but little. It is entirely safe 
to say that the winter wheat movement 
will soon be checked and decreased. 

Predictions are freely offered that the 
northwest movement will soon be de- 
creased, but we have learned to wait for 
it before expecting it. There is appar- 
ently no end to it. 

A reasonable survey of present crop 
indications around the world suggests 
the impression that this country will be 
ealled upon in the crop year for about 
60 per cent of the requirements of foreign 
wheat in the importing countries abroad. 
I have no doubt we can furnish the 
wheat and flour and that in a large 
measure we can control the price; but if 
we continue to be the great bear market 
of the world instead of promoters of val- 
ue, the result can easily be estimated. 
It is hard for me to discover why pres- 
ent conditions are not more inviting to 
purchasers than sellers. 


- 


Interior Ohio millers have, temporari- 
ly, a little advantage just now. Their 
wheat costs them less. Toledo millers 
have also been benefited by the decline 
in wheat, but ae are not as happy as 
if they were making large profits and 
which are not realized by current prices. 
One element in ey working ad- 
versely, is the 5c per 100 lbs discrimina- 
tion in the export rates in favor of wheat. 
If we give the foreigners 5c per 100 lbs 
advantage in wheat, we give them all 
the profits of the deal. 

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
reports a full run of their mill anda sale 
of rather more of the product. There is 
no relief to the miller by increased prof- 
its and the trade is on aclose basis. 
The wheat movement has declined some- 
what and is now only moderate. Some 
of their receipts are for storage on ac- 
count of shippers. Millfeed is firm and 
in good demand. 

r. Mennel of the Harter Milling Co. 
of Fostoria, reports the sale of their 
product of a full run of their mills for 
the week and the coming one, at the 
usual exceedingly small profits. Mill- 
feed is in good request and firm. The 
movement of wheat is checked and is 
now only moderate. 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Ele- 
vator & Mill Co. says: ‘tWe had a fair 
trade in flour during the week, so far as 
volume is concerned, but still unsatis- 
factory as to margins, due to the posi- 
tion of the railroad people in giving a 
differential in favor of wheat on rates 
for export. Not very long ago the Bra- 
zilian railroads made such a discrimina- 
tion in favor of home millers as against 
American product to interior points, and 
the prcee’ authorities in our govern- 
ment made a big fuss aboutit. The 
movement of wheat from first hands has 
been moderate for the week. Millfeed 
is firm and higher for immediate deliv- 
ery. Werun our three mills full time 
for the week.”’ 

The Toledo Grain & Milling Co. was 
as busy as usual, and sold its output. 

The aggregate production of flour in 
Toledo for the week was 21,200 bbls. 

The receipts of wheat for the week ai 
nine western points amount to 5,755,000 
bus; in previous week, 5,031,000; last 
year, 2,640,000; excess in 1899 over 1898, 
3,115,000 bus. 

The exports of wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and Canada in the week 
ending Thursday equaled 3,409,000 bus; 
in previous week, 3,264,000; last year, 
2,303,000; excess in 1899 over 1898, 1,106,000 
bus. It will thus be seen that the re- 
ceipts at nine points were 3,115,000 bus 
in excess of 1898 and the exports 1,106,000 
more than then.

There was a slight decrease in the 
flour production for the week, owing to 
a 2,000-bbl mill being idle most of the 
time. However, the daily production 
averaged about 4,000 bbls: More flour 
was sold by Chicago millers last week 
than for any week for months, though 
the orders were not evenly distributed, 
one concern being the leading seller. 
Several large lots of patents were sold 
to New York City at an average price of 
about $3.95 wood. Millers in Minnesota 
are today quoting $3.40/@3.65 for patent 
in bulk, with the city mills asking $3.30 
3.35. <A few lotsof average spring pat- 
ents or high straights were worked at 
around $3.20 bulk. There is considera- 
ble unsound and off-color flour coming 
in and buyers are watching their pur- 
chases closely. The cause attributed to 
the increase in such flouris the clearing 
up of old wheat stocks preparatory to 
the urrivals of new grain. The call for 
spring clears was a little easier, though 
good grades are as yet sought for. A 
stock of several hundred bags of Mon- 
tana clear arrived here recently and was 
worked off to bakers for pastry goods. 
New Kansas flours have been offered 
sparingly, and no sales could be heard 
of. They are offered at old-wheat prices, 
averaging $3.10@3.20 bulk for straights.

The Star & Crescent Milling Co. made 
a sale of 10,000 bbls of *tGolden Horn” 
patent, through its New York City 
agents, R. O. N. Ford & Son, on Tues- 
day, to a bakery of New York City. 
This is the largest single sale this mill 
has ever made to the domestic trade and 
is probably the largest sale made by 
any northern spring wheat mill in re- 
cent years. This again proves the grow- 
ing favor of Chicago mills’ products, 
for in this transaction northwestern 
mills competed, but Golden Horn was 
selected at the same price as was offered 
by certain northern mills. The contract 
for this sale calls for the flour to be de- 
livered by the mill as the yn ped 
may request, though the stock must be 
removed by the close of lake naviga- 
tion. 

WISCONSIN. 

R. Hooper & Son, Lake Mills: ‘'The 
grain is looking finely; never saw it 
look better. In this section corn also 
looks well. There is a short crop of 
hay. We are running our mill most of 
the time and trade is good for this time 
of the year. Feed is im good demand 
and high.” 

The state food and dairy commission- 
er has just issued a circu’ar letter rela- 
tive to the enforcement of the pure food 
law, in which the following regarding 
the mixture of flours appears: 

Wheat flour mixed with corn flour 
may be sold when labeled ''compound 
flour” or ‘compound wheat flour.” 

Corn and wheat flour are closely al- 
lied in chemical nutritious properties 
and a compound of these articles would 
be recognized by the law as ‘'‘an ordi- 
nary article of food.” 

Buckwheat flour may be mixed with 
other flour or self-raising ingredients 
not injurious to health and sold as 
‘tecompound buckwheat flour.’

The week was about an ordinary one 
in milling circles. There was about the 
usual demand, and shipping orders 
came in such volume that the mills are 
all busy, and the indications are better, 
as to volume of business, though prices 
have had to be shaded on account of 
weakness in wheat. The week began 
with a reduction of 10c per bbl in quota- 
tions, to keep in line with the wheat 
market. The trade, in the main was in 
the domestic line, though there has been 
some inquiry from the other side and a 
few small sales for export are reported. 
On Tuesday flour quotations were put 
at $3.90@4 for the best patents in wood, 
the grade for which there is most de- 
mand, with clears at $2.90@3 coming 
next in popularity. Quotations re- 
mained without change through the 
rest of the week. Kye flour is a trifle 
lower on account of the decline in the 
grain market. The mills’ increased 
their activity somewhat, and the output 
was greater than in any other week since 
the first week in May, and in fact it has 
been exceeded but twice this year.

Rather a falling off in the demand for 
flour is reported. It all comes on ac- 
count of the weakness of the wheat mar- 
ket, apparently, which in turn decided- 
ly negatives the notion that the winter 
wheat crop is not a good one. It is bet- 
ter in this section than it was expected 
to be and will turn out fairly profitable, 
as it has been secured without any rain 
of account, Farmers will not sell at the 
prices offered and as the quality is good 
they will not need to be in a hurry. The 
rains have saved the oat crop and there 
will be a good showing of corn, without 
doubt. The Niagara Falls mills of 
Schoellkopf & Mathews and the Central 
Company are running again. One mill 
reports a sale of 2,000 bbls in the eastern 
market at $4.15, which is regarded as the 
top figure there just now. The demand 
is anything but strong and it is likely 
to remain dull till there is a better 
feeling in wheat. Millers in the city 
trade are not complaining, though 
they would do much better if the bakers 
were making the money that they should. 
They are selling bread so low that they 
feel obliged to buy all flour just as close 
as possible, and the result is a falling 
off in family demand for flour on the 
one hand and a taking on of nota little 
of the many medium outside flours that 
san be made to answer for most pur- 
poses. There is a complaint from the 
rye millers that they are not able to ob- 
tain the grain at all readily. Grain 
dealers on ’Change are casting about 
for a supply, but they cannot secure it 
at all regularly. The steady quotations 
of flour in the city trade is continued as 
before:

Derby of Gowanda, this county. 

The lake lines have settled down to 
the l4c rate on flour, Chicago to New 
York, and will not make any further ef- 
fort at present to advance the all-rail 
rate of 17¢ that fixes their lake-and-rail 
rate, as there seems to be no prospect of 
success. 

Buffalo elevator men do not think that 
any move has been made by the milling 
combine to build a grain elevator here. 
It would be folly to build a wooden 
one and it is impossible to get steel 
enough for one of that sort now. It is 
probable that one of the existing steel 
houses would be doubled in capacity 
but for the price of steel. 

Transportation men, as a rule, and 
shippers also, so far as noted here, are 
in favor of the pooling of freights. They 
say that there can be no tranquility in 
the carrying trade anywhere till a pool- 
ing plan is made legal, and it is be- 
lieved, or at least hoped, that congress 
will not adjourn again till a pooling law 
isin foree. The anti-combination law 
is not effective. The lake lines have 
really no agreement to give out, but 
there is an understanding that answers 
the same purpose. So it turns out that 
so long as the substance is a necessity 
to the business it is an injury to busi- 
ness to make the form illegal.

(C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, July 24: ‘We have found 
2a more satisfactory business during the 
week than for some time; flour has 
been taken by both the domestic and 
foreign buyers. The market on cash 
wheat broke in sympathy with the op- 
tions and enabled us to reduce prices 
on our offerings, resulting in rather 
large sales for the week. We suggested 
in our last letter that the prospects for 
the increasing crop would prove the 
most potent factor in flour prices for the 
near future, and the continued absence 
of any material damage to the growing 
crop (thus increasing the chances for a 
large yield) has had a softening effect 
on the values of cash wheat and flour. 
The decline since last Saturday has 
been about 2%ec per bu. Around pres- 
ent prices for old wheat, we feel strong 
on the market, no matter how much 
wheat is gathered in these three states. 
With every large exporting nation re- 
porting less wheat than last year, we 
are not warranted in betting that our 
average prices for the new crop will be 
lower than the last.” 





Wells & Nieman, Schuyler, Neb: ‘' Do- 
mestic trade continues good, and we are 
running full time. Foreigners are not 
disposed to buy rege at lower prices, 
owing to declining wheat. They do not 
seem to take into consideration the 
steadily advancing ocean rates. This 
matter of higher rates is also having a 
depressing effect on the feed trade. Crop 
conditions continue excellent. The 
wheat harvest will be in full swing the 
present week. Corn is in remarkably 
fine-condition. Receipts of wheat from 
farmers last week were rather heavy, 
owing to their clearing out bins just 
prior to harvest.”’ 


THE WEEKLY NORTHWESTERN MILLER. 
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Milling in Indiana, Kentucky and Ohio. 
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Indianapolis, Ind. 
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At Indianapolis for the week there is 
an increase of 191,727 bus of wheat in 
store, there now being 534,001 bus. All 
of the mills were running last week and 
the combined output was 16,315 bbls of 
flour. The same week of last year the 
output was 14,486 bbls, while in 1897 
11,450 was the output. While prices have 
not been satisfactory, the mills were 
able vo make some very fair sales for 
both domestic and export shipment. 

FROM THE TRADE. 

George T. Evans: ‘'The unsatisfac- 
tory condition of the flour trade still 
continues, though we have been able to 
do considerable business for domestic 
account, but at close margins. For- 
eigners are still too low to do any busi- 
ness with. We are much inclined to 
think they have gotten the bear fever so 
bad that they will be picked up when 
this wheat turns. Demand for feed is 
goed at fair prices. Farmers continue 
1auling in fair amounts of wheat, but 
not as large as usual at this time of 
year.” 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘Trade has been 
fair with us, and we sold our full time 
output last week; some for domestic 
and some for export. Prices have been 
very close. We believe prices are now 
low enough. The demand for feed con- 
tinues good. Receipts of wheat from 
wagons are very much smaller than a 
week ago, and as soon as the threshing 
is over, we expect to see wagon receipts 
very small. Millers should be careful 
in making their prices on the new-wheat 
flour, as the bran is thick and it will 
therefore require more wheat to make a 
barrel of flour than it did on the old 
crop.” 

Arthur Gillet of the Acme Milling Co: 
‘tAlthough we find it hard to realize 
very satisfactory prices, we booked a 
fair number of orders during the week. 
The movement of wheat was quite heavy 
and our elevators are rapidly being 
filled and with as fine a quality as they 
have ever held. The new-wheat flour is 
all that we could ask. Feed continues 
in good demand and prices unchanged. 
All through this region the feeling is 
very bullish and in consequence coun- 
try elevators will be well filled with 
wheat. This means a good supply for 
us*later on, although it may be hard to 
buy for some time.”’ 

NOTES. 

Christian Hoffman bought the Broad- 
way Mills at Vincennes. It is said he 
intends remodeling and operating the 
mills. 

Witherspoon & Barr, Princeton, Ind., 
suffered damage by fire in their mill on 
July 17. It is believed that fire orig- 
inated from the head of the elevators 
and spouts. They expect to start up 
again in about thirty days.

FROM THE TRADE—INDIANA. 

MeDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklin: 
‘'We ran half time last week. The de- 
mand for flour is poor, both domestic 
and export. Feed is active. Farmers 
are free sellers of wheat.”’ 

Harvest Queen Milling Co., Elkhart: 
‘tHalf time is our running gait. We are 
not receiving much new wheat. There 
is nothing doing in the foreign trade, 
but domestic demand is good; also for 
feed.” 

William Suckow, Franklin: ‘'Re- 
ceipts of wheat are good, and we are 
running full time. Foreign flour de- 
mand is dull, as is also domestic trade. 
Very good demand for feed at higher 
prices.”’ 

W. Trow Co., Madison: ‘tWheat de- 
liveries are fair, and we are running 
fulltime. New wheat is of excellent 
quality. Flour is dull; feed active. 
Farmers will stop selling wheat on this 
decline.” 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘Our mill 
ran fifteen hours per day last week. De- 
liveries of wheat are only fair and farm- 
ers are disposed to hold. Foreign flour 
trade is very dull and domestic trade is 
also slow. Feed is in brisk demand.”’ 

W.L. Kidder & Son, Terre Haute: 
‘tWe are running eighteen hours per 


day and deliveries of wheat are fair. 
Foreign trade is slow and offers are Is 
too low. Domestic demand for flour is 
fair and feed is in excellent demand.” 

Phoenix Flour Mill, Evansville: 'tWe 
are running twelve hours a day, but 
are not receiving much wheat. There 
does not seem to be any demand from 
across the water and domestic flour 
trade is dull. There is good demand for 
millfeed.” 

D. E. Faul Milling Co., Portland:'t We 
are running eighteen hours — day on 
domestic trade, which has been very 
good. Foreign prices are too low for 
business. Demand for feed is very good 
at higher prices. Wheat deliveries are 
very large.”’ 

Walton & Whisler, Atlanta: ‘tWe are 
running lightly. Farmers’ deliveries 
are rather freer this week. Threshing 
is in full blast, but will last only a few 
days. Domestic trade is good; no for- 
eign demand; feed is in good request at 
good prices.” 

Corbin Milling Co., New Harmony: 
‘'We are running half time. Wheat was 
being sold quite freely, but since prices 
have gone down, deliveries have slack- 
ened. We are now paying 62c. De- 
mand for flour is slow and at declining 
prices; millfeed, buoyant.” 

R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 
‘tOur mill is going full time and deliv- 
eries of wheat are moderate. Foreign 
offers for flour are too low. The domes- 
tic trade is somewhat better. There is a 
good demand for feed. Threshing will 
be finished this week, when we expect 
receipts to drop off. We look for better 
prices.’* 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘'We are 
running full time and delivieries of 
wheat are somewhat lighter. Foreign 
trade is only fair and domestic is quite 
dull. Feed trade is not quite so brisk. 
Foreigners seem to anticipate each de- 
cline in our market and refuse to meet 
us. They seem to base their offers 2c 
under current value, making it difficult 
to trade.”’ 

Mayflower Mills, Ft. Wayne: ‘New 
wheat is moving very slowly and farm- 
ers are not very anxious to sell at the 
low prices that are now ruling. Our 
mill is going on half time. Foreign in- 
quiry for flour is fair but the offers are 
mostly below cost, though we can occa- 
sionally connect on a small lot. The 
demand for feed is exceptionally good 
at a shade better price.”’ 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: 
‘tDeliveries of wheat are fair to good. 
There is no foreign demand for flour to 
speak of. Domestic flour trade is very 
good and demand for feed is brisk. We 
think foreign trade will be better as 
soon as the market stops declining. 
We will for the present fill our orders 
from our Waverly mills, pending the re- 
construction of our Peerless Mills re- 
cently burned.” 

KENTUCKY. 

Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: 
‘Full time is our gait at present and we 
are receiving large quantities of wheat. 
The foreign flour trade is very dull as 
is also the domestic demand. There is 
an extra good demand for millfeed. 
Prices on flour are below cost, based on 
the price of wheat. When we fill the or- 
ders now booked, we may close down. 
We hate to ship flour and see a loss on 
the sale.”’ 

OHIO. 

Ansted & Burk Co., Springfield: ‘‘We 
are running steadily. Deliveries of 
wheat are letting up, as the price is too 
low. There is no demand from export 
markets, but domestic trade is very 
good. Demand for feed is excellent.” 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: 
‘tOur mill is running twenty-four hours 

ver day. Wheat receipts are heavy. 
Foreign demand is good, but prices are 
out of line. We have booked nothing 
for export this week. Domestic demand 
for flour is fairly good. Feed trade is 
very brisk; are wellsold ahead. Weex- 
pect to keep up the full-time run for 
some time.’’

A Big Elevator Fire. 





The Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
railroad elevator in East Toledo, Ohio, 
burned Sunday night. Itcontained 900,- 
000 bus of wheat. The building was in- 
sured for $185,000 and the grain for 
$474,000. The salvage is estimated at 
10 per cent. The elevator had been 
unusually busy for two weeks and was 
working night and day to handle the 150 
ears of wheat daily received. The fact 
that it was Sunday prevented fatalities. 
There were two explosions, the second 
one tearing out the entire side of the 
building. 

The elevator was largely owned by 
eastern capital. President Woodford 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
road, is president of the company. 
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[Special Correspondence.) 


The close of the week shows little 
change in the position of flour in this 
section except that it may be said to be 
a little more quiet.

WHEAT, 


The wheat market is tabooed by buy- 
ers, who demand concessions in propor- 
tion to the decline in the western mar- 
ket. Sellers will not accept present 
offers, and consequently receipts are 
light. There was a nominal decline Sat- 
urday of lc per bu, and quotations are: 
From wagons, 72(@74c; car lots, 73@74c;

privileges, 74@76c. Millers are not dis- 
posed to buy, even at these figures, be- 
cause they are unable to sell flour, but 
the decline has caused some holders to 
want to let go. 

Millfeed—There is avery active de- 
mand for millfeed and mills are selling 
all the bran they can turn out at $l5@ 
15.50 per ton at the mill doors, and ship- 
stuff brings $16@17. 

Cornmeal—The demand for corn goods 
is holding up firmly and mills sell their 
output readily at ruling quotations: 
Bolted, 90c per 100 lbs; pearl, $1, and 
grits, $2.20 per bbl. 

Corn—Receipts of corn are light, and 
farmers show little disposition to sell at 
all because of the unfavorable prospects 
for the new crop, which has been cut 
short by drouth. Corn in bulk is quot- 
ed at 42@438c. 

FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE. 


Cumberland Mills: ‘'Trade has been 
fair the last week, still it is not what we 
would like to see but is fully up to the 
average for several weeks past. There 
is very little foreign inquiry. The de- 
clining wheat markets of course pre- 
vent foreigners from making bids we 
san accept. Millfeed is very active and 
we are getting $15 at the mill for bran. 
There is a good inquiry for corn goods, 
and but for the fact that distant offer- 
ings are so much below cash there 
would be a large trade. Our corn-mill 
will be started next month with the 
prospects of a demand which will take 
all we can make.” 

Liberty Mills: ‘t Business could hard- 
ly be much more unsatisfactory. The 
trade does not seem disposed to buy at 
all, although our reports show light 
stands in the southeast. The drouth has 
seriously affected trade in the south- 
eastern territory. Cotton and corn are 
both short and flour buyers are unwill- 
ing to take the risk of stocking up 
heavily. We sold a lot this week to 
Havana, but European offers are too 
low. Cornmeal trade is good, but about 
the only thing that is helping us is 
bran. We are selling all we make, four 
‘ars a day, to the local trade. We have 
not shipped a car in five days.”

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MODEL MILL CO. ASSIGNS 





One of the Largest Mills of Nashville and 
the South Succumbs to Dull Mar- 
kets and Competition. 


The Model Mill Co. of Nashville made 
an assignment on the 2ist for the benefit 
of its creditors. While to the business 
community this action was not unex 
pected, it will be a source of regret, fo: 
this mill was one of the big institutions 
of the city, and it did an extensive busi- 
ness throughout the south and south- 
east. 

The mill shut down some weeks ago 
to put in new Universal bolters and pre 
pare for the incoming crop, but after the 
improvements were made the mill did 
not again resume operations, and this 
gave rise to various rumors, but no pub- 
lication was made of these because it 
was believed that the company would be 
able to tide over its financial troubles. 

Several meetings of stockholders were 
held and the situation discussed and 
thus the time of the final crash was 
postponed, 

Thursday another meeting of stock- 
holders was held and full reports of the 
company’s condition submitted and 
thoroughly considered, and it was then 
decided that the best thing to do would 
be to go into liquidation. 

The reports showed that the company’s 
total liabilities were over $130,000, but 
even in the face of this there were stock- 
holders who favored a continuance of 
business, so great was their confidence 
in the ultimate success of the enterprise, 
but a majority interest prevailed and 
liquidation was decided upon. 

At Thursday’s meeting a committee 
was appointed on ways and means—that 
is, ways of tiding over the financial 
troubles. This committee was com- 
posed of J. L. Watson of the Edward P. 
Allis Co. of Milwaukee, George Sea- 
right, Wharton J. Allan, 8S. M. Hart and 
W. E. Metzger. 

This committee, after a thorough con- 
sideration of the question, reported in 
favor of liquidation and the stockhold- 
ers concurred in this report and the fol- 
lowing committee was appointed to take 
charge of the mill’s affairs and draw 
up the necessary papers: John Cooney, 
W. W. Scovel, W. E. Metzger, William 
Litterer and W. C. Myers. 

This committee then took such steps 
as were necessary in making the assign- 
ment and elected Messrs. William Litter- 
er and M. M. Gardner trustees. 

The bill of assignment filed in the reg- 
ister’s office conveys to the trustees all 
the property constituting the mill plant. 
This consists of the lease to a tract of 
land on the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis Railway on South Cherry 
street, leased from the railway for twen- 
ty-five years, with the privilege of a re- 
newal of the lease at the end of this 
time; the mill building, a very hand- 
some structure located on said tract, ele- 
vator and other buildings, machinery, 
fixtures, wagons, stock, accounts, a lot 
of old machinery and flour consigned 
to various parties and a long list of in- 
surance policies, 

The accounts due the mill and in- 
cluded in the list of assets aggregate 
$30,661.25. 

The trustees are directed to sell the 
plant within sixty days and already 
they are advertising the sale of the 
plant to take place ut public outery at 
noon Aug. 28. The terms of the sale will 
be one-fourth cash, balance in 6, 12, 18 
and 24 months. 

The Model mill was organized eight 
years ago, The mill complete cost $156,- 
000, and within the last few months $6,000 
worth of Universal bolters have been 
added and the capacity of the mill in- 
creased from 1,500 to 2,000 bbls per day. 

William Litterer, a local capitalist and 
retired drug merchant, was president of 
the company, and W. UC, Myers treasurer 
and general manager. 

The company was capitalized for $150,- 
000 but only $137,000 was paid in. 

The principal creditors as shown by 
the assignment are as follows: Mer- 
chants’ bank, $9,000; American National 
bank, $32,900; Fourth National bank, 
$60,000; William Litterer, $12,000. There 
are three notes executed by W.C. Myers 
for the accommodation of the mill and 
discounted in the Fourth National bank, 
respectively for $4,600; $5,000 and $5,000. 
To these notes there are attached ware- 
house receipts for 3,500 bus of wheat, and 
2,600 bbls of flour. 

In addition there are contingent liabil- 
ities on account of drafts discounted, 
amounting to $10,200. The list of open 
accounts due various parties is large.

Peas—There has already been some 
speculative trading in new crop peas, 
several sales having been made at 55e 


per 60 lbs east of Toronto for Septem- 
ber-October delivery, which is equal to 
62%ec afloat Montreal. But these short 
sales must not be taken as a guide to 
spot prices, which are quoted at 65%~a 
6ie afloat here. Sales are also reported 
of new crop oats at 27ec west of Toronto 
for September delivery equal to about 
32'e afloat Montreal. 

Oats—During the week the market 
ruled dull for oats, one shipper remark- 
ing that he was receiving no inquiries 
from the other side, and that he had 
quit wasting money on cabling; while 
another admitted some inquiry but 
qualified it by explaining that the lim- 
its were too low to be worked. The 
crop of oats inthis province according 
to latest advices from the north and 
south shores of the river, promised ex- 
cellent results, the late rains having 
transformed what was considered a 
very ordinary crop into a fine one. Re- 
ports from Ontario are much to the 
same effect and the selling of the new 
crop for future delivery is taken to

mean that there will be a good yield of 
oats in that province. The area of peas 
planted in the Province of Quebec is 
small, but what there is looks finely. 
A fair average crop of peas is looked 
for in Ontario. 

Barley—Quiet and steady and prices 
range at 48@50c for malting samples, 
and for feed the quoted rates are 43@45c. 

Buckwheat—Nominal, owing to scarc- 
ity, and prices are quoted at 59@60c. 

Rye—Quiet at 60/@6le, but prices are 
nominal, 

The exports of grain from this port 
for the week were 509,445 bus corn, 53,- 
657 sacks flour, 127,776 bus oats, 307,212 
bus wheat and 28,220 bus barley. 

* * 

There was an active business in ocean 
freights during the week and contracts 
both for flour and grain space were quite 
numerous. Present rates are: Flour, 7s 
6d to Liverpool, 12s 6d London, Ils 3d 
Glasgow, 15s Bristol, 30s 9d Leith, 10s 
Manchester, 16s 3d Aberdeen, I4s Belfast, 
l4s Dublin, 15s Antwerp, and l6s 3d 
Hamburg.

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 


[Special Correspondence.| 


Several hard rains and showers have 
interfered to a considerable degree with 
threshing in this section of Oklahoma, 
and have deteriorated the quality of the 
grain slightly. The bound grain was 
nearly all in the shock. The wheat that 
is being marketed is hardly in a condi- 
tion to mill; that is, a large percentage. 
This state of affairs has deterred the 
mills from starting up on full time. 
Fully half the crop was headed. This 
wheat will not begin to come into the 
market fora month yet, and where it was 
well stacked the quality will be good. 
The wheat crop of Oklahoma was rather 
over-estimated inthe field. Many fields 
have fallen far short of expectations, 
and the yield per acre will fall short of 
last year, but the increased acreage will 
inthe aggregate bring the total up to 
that of 1898. The farmers have started 
their plans preparatory for the crop of 
1900, and before the threshers cease in 
the fall new wheat will be above ground. 
The milling business in Texas is re- 
ported as fair to good. There is a gen- 
eral complaint of damaged wheat from 
excessive rains in some localities, the 
wheat having sprouted.

The condition of affairs as stated by 
leading millers in Oklahoma and Texas 
is as follows: 

OKLAHOMA, 

Medford Mill & levator Co: ‘The 
milling business is quiet. New wheat 
is beginning to arrive. The quality is 
not what our fancy painted it before 
harvest. It is in poor condition for mill- 
ing so far. The grain is fullof moisture 
and bleached.” 

R. Brett, Yukon: ‘tWheat is coming 
in in excellent shape, testing from 56 to 
62 lbs. The yields also is good, some 
claiming as high as 38 bus to the acre. 
We think the acreage for this section 
will be 20 bus. The milling business is 
good. Farmers are busy stacking and 
threshing. There is some old wheat 
still in farmers’ hands.’”’ 

Pond Creek—A heavy rain early in 
July materially damaged the shocked 
wheat in this county, and delayed the 
work of threshing; and another rain fell 
July 20. This will stop threshing for 
several days. Previous to the last rain 
about 3,000 bus a day was coming in. 
A very small percentage of choice mill- 
ing wheat is being marketed. The Pond 
Creek Mill & Elevator Co. will start up 
its mill on full time as soon as the 
wheat is in condition to grind. That 
company is now running half time with 
a good market for all it can possibly 
make, 

TEXAS 

Chapman Milling Co., Sherman: 'tThe 
wheat in this locality is seriously dam- 
aged by hard rains and some of it is 
sprouted, Texas raised a big cropo 
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wheat, but the quality in some sections 
will be slightly off.”’ 

Cameron Mill & Elevator Co: ''The 
milling business is fair in this part of 
the state, and about all the mills are in 
operation. Our wheat crop has been 
badly damaged by too much rain, and 
there will be a great deal of sproutec| 
grain offered to the mills.”’ 

Thomas Harrison & Son, Burnet: 
‘tThe new wheat is somewhat damaged 
by the late rains. The yield will hardly 
be as large as was expected before har 
vest. There is some old wheat still in 
the country, which will help out the ney 
crop.” 

Grimes & Donavan, Belton: ‘The 
milling business is very good. New 
wheat is moving rapidly. Half of the 
wheat and the oat crop was damaged by 
continuous rains and high water. Wi 
have just started our new Allis mill anc 
have run full time since July 1.” 

Whaley Mill & Elevator Co., Gaines 
ville: ‘'Threshing has been suspended 
for several days on account of rain, Th: 
yield is not very heavy, but the qualit) 
will be much better than last year in 
this section. Up to the time of the rain: 
farmers had been marketing their grain 
freely.” 

Richter-Lamm & Co., Greenville: 
‘*Wheat is moving now and the farmers 
are about half done threshing. The 
wheat crop is damaged greatly by re 
cent rains. The supply will be fairl, 
good, with the quality rather poor, Th« 
milling business seems to be pretty 
brisk throughout this section.”’ 

NOTES. 

The Rotan Grocery Co. of Waco, Tex 
as, has purchased the Temple, Texas, 
Grocery Co,’s stock; consideration, $80,- 
000. * 

The New Union Mills at Wichita will 
commence to make flour about Aug. 1. 
This will be a very complete mill of 200 
bbls capacity. 

The elevator at Burrton, Kan., which 
was built fourteen years ago at a cost of 
$5,000, has been sold for $460. It will be 
reconstructed. 

The railroad commission of Texas 
has authorized several railroads to 
stop in transit carloads of corn for shell- 
ing and cleaning at a charge of $5 a car. 

Port Arthur is now ready to receive 
vessels drawing eighteen feet of water. 
And the entire canal will be down to 
twenty-five feet by the first of the year. 

Parties in Paris, Texas, applying for 
acharter to do a milling business at 
Ardmore, I. T., were refused on the 
grounds that the laws of Texas are ‘'fer- 
ninst’’ it. 

J. E. Bailey, manager of the Galveston 
Wharf Co., and C. M. Robinson, grain 
inspector, recently returned from a trip 
to Chieago, St. Louis and Kansas City 
in the interests of the export trade. 

The Tyler Cotton Seed Oil Co, has been 
chartered; capital stock, $50,000. The 
Merchants & Farmers Cotton Seed Oil 
Co, of Nacogdoches, Texas, capital 
stock, $30,000, has also been incorpo- 
rated. 

M. A. Carleton of Washington, D. C., 
who is in charge of the grain exhibit 
for the Paris exposition in 1900, is mak- 
ing a tour of Texas and the southwestern 
states, securing samples of grain for ex- 
hibition. 

J. E. Ruth of Newton, Kan., has sold 
his interest in the Eagle Milling Co, of 
that place and has purchased an interest 
in the Oklahoma Mill Co. of Kingfisher, 
Okla. This company has lately enlarged 
its capacity from 150 to 300 bbIs. 

The City mill, Wichita, which burned 
a few weeks ago, was an ‘told-timer’’ 
among Kansas mills, having been built 
in 1874, bv Hargis, Imboden & Co. The 
original aeny was 100 bbls, stone 
system. The capacity was later in- 
creased to 200 bbls. Hiram Imboden be- 
gan his milling career as manager of 
the mechanical department and finally 
became sole proprietor. 

The Rea-Patterson Mill Co. of Coffey- 
ville, Kan., is erecting a two-story ware- 
house 80x42feet; and the McGrew Mill- 
ing Co, has begun work on a warehouse 
100x50. The Phoenix mill of the same 
place has just completed a new brick 
store house. In addition to these im- 
provements, the Phoenix mill has let the 
contract for a 75,000-bu elevator; and the 
McGrew company will build one of 200,- 
000 bus. 

S. Dixon of Argonia, Kan., is making 
a tour of the towns along the Rock Is- 
land railroad in Oklahoma, having in 
view the running of a flour train from 
El Reno, Olka., to New York City, the 
train to be made up of cars of flour from 
the various milling towns. The cars 
will be profusely decorated and will be 
accompanied by numerous orators and 
a band of music. Stops will be made at 
many points along the route.

am cabling today a general reduction 
if 6d in London prices and in Liverpool

xtra fancy. The weather has been 
ather hot the last week and it is likely 
hat there has been a greater consump- 
ion of fruits and vegetables and a some- 
vhat reduced consumption of bread and 
vastry. The very idea, for instance, of 
ork pies must seem repulsive in such 
iot weather, and many bakeries that I 
1ave Visited turn out a large quantity of 
hese pork pies at certain seasons. As 
or fruits and vegetables,they have been 
airly plentiful and cheap. I have seen 
arge and delicious strawberries offered 
‘rom the barrows in the streets at6d and 

even 4d a pound, and cherries, green- 
rages and enormous gooseberries are 
now to be seen on all the street barrows. 
Large quantities of tomatoes have re- 
cently been shipped here from South 
\frica and I have seen dray-loads of 
boxes of tomatoes from Spain about the 
streets. The quality of these is not of 
the best but the price is low. 

* * 

The Times this morning gives its spe- 
cial report on the condition of the Brit- 
ish wheat crops, which shows the condi- 
tion of the wheat crop in Great Britain 
to be 95.8 per cent, against 103.3 July 1, 
i898. The average in the great wheat- 
crowing counties is: Lincoln, 97.2; 
Norfolk, 96; Essex, 101; Suffolk, 90.6; 
Cambridge, 98. The average condition 
of barley is 89.3 this year, against 95.5 
last year, and the average condition of 
oats,85.7 this year,against 95.5 last. Both 
the bean, potato and root crops show a 
lower percentage of condition this year 
than last, the difference being most 
marked in the case of the root crops, 
Which are put down at 80 per cent July 
1, 1899, against 92.2 July 1, 1898. Speak- 
ing of the grass crops, the Times says 
that both grazing land and hay fields 
show the effect of the September drouth 
of last year and of the May frosts and 
June drouth of the current year. The 
average condition is placed at 81.9 for 
England, 90 for Wales and 83.9 for Great 
Britain as a whole, which is 23.6 below 
the condition of a year ago. This looks 
as though the prices for feedingstuffs 
would be well maintained. Some firms 
report having done a large business in 
them this week. 

Comparing the average of the wheat 
crop of Great Britain, July 1, 1899, with 
the average condition of thé five years 
preceding, I find that the present condi- 
tion is just about an average one; for 
the average condition for the years 1894 
to 1898, on July 1, was 95.6.

On the Mark Lane market today there 
was almost nothing doing. As one im- 
porter put it, business is so hopelessly 
out of the question that there is no use 
trying to do anything. Some large im- 
porters said that they had sold nothing 
atall. One firm reported having made 
a sale of two bags, another a sale of 
twenty-nine bags, and another said he 
had refused an offer on thirty-two bags 
but had sold nothing. This will give an 
idea of the picayune character of the 
trading. The only flour that I heard of 
for which there was some demand and 
of which there is no particular local 
stock is red-dog for feeding purposes. 
Total stocks of flour in London July 
1,as compiled by the secretary of the 
Corn Exchange, were 308,469 sacks and 
624 bbls, against 194,647, July 1, 1898, 
The flour imports into Great Britain 
last week were 136,653 sacks and the 
wheat imports were 313,653 qrs.

Advices from France indicate numer- 
ous tempestuous storms, while the 
heavy simos »yhere indicates further 


storms. The Paris Messenger du Com- 
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merce says that it must reduce its for- 
mer estimate of 120,000,000 hectoliters to 
110,000,000, which, it considers, repre- 
sents impartially the possible maxi- 
mum of the crop this year. It says that 
it bases its estimate on personal obser- 
vations,carried out during the last week 
in the principal wheat-growing districts. 
The editor of that paper is a brave man, 
because with only the slight ‘'ifs’”’ that 
the crops in the United States and in 
Russia do not turn out better than they 
are now reported, he predicts that wheat 
in France by the month of October will 
have advanced to 22 francs per qtl; the 

resent price in Paris is about 20.50 
rancs. bout three weeks ago I haz- 
arded a mildly bullish prediction and 
ever since then the flour market has 
been getting worse. I hope the predic- 
tion of my Paris confrere will not have 
a similarly depressing effect on the 
market. 

LIVERPOOL, 

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (July 11): ‘*The 
flour trade has been a dead letter in- 
deed, and though prices are nominally 
unchanged, excepting winter wheat 
flours, which are easy at 6d a sack de- 
cline,the demand has been even smaller 
than the previous week, and there has 
hardly been sufficient business done to 
test prices. Though American ec. i. f. 
quotations come somewhat lower, they 
are still, in most cases, too high to lead 
to further business, and a further de- 
cline is necessary to bring about any 
activity in buying. Home manufact- 
ured flour continues still relatively the 
cheapest, and what little business is be- 
ing done therefore goes to the home 
millers.”’ 

ROTTERDAM. 

Altona Bros. (July 11): ‘Markets 
have continued very slow during the 
last week. Buyers show no animation, 
apparently expecting liberal offers from 
the new crops, which after all may turn 
out sufficient and satisfactory. The 
poor outturn of the recent arrivals of 
corn from the United States does not 
tend to strengthen buyers, while the de- 
teriorated lots are making competition 
strong among feed dealers. The weath- 
er for about a week has been very warm 
and forcing and very favorable for har- 
vesting. No transactions in wheat have 
taken place, and flour is very easy. 
Second-hands’ prices are a trifle lower, 
but the United States mills do not offer 
at lower figures than last week. The de- 
mand is not strong; imports are some- 
what too heavy for the demand,”’ 


AMSTERDAM. 

Bulsing & Heslenfeld (July 12): ‘tThe 
demand on our market is getting some- 
what better and some burciness is to be 
reported during the last few weeks. 
Today’s values are: Spring wheat first 
patent, 11 florins; spring wheat first 
clear, 8.75 florins; spring wheat second 
clear, 7.75 florins; red-dog, 5.75 florins.”’ 

Van der Zee & Grippeling (July 11): 
‘tAt the beginning of last week our mar- 
ket was firm and there was a desire to 
buy out the flour dealers here. Owing 
to the heavy rains at the beginning of 
the week the markets were much stead- 
ier than at the latter part of the week, 
when the weather was fine and dry and 
yesterday trade was very dull and flour 
could not be sold. In the prices of 
American flour there was no variation. 
Our inland millers have lowered their 
quotations about 4 guilder since yes- 
terday.”’ 

GLASGOW. 

Dunlop Bros. (July 12): ‘The. ap- 
proach of the Glasgow fair holidays has 
affected trade here during the last week. 
The tone has been dull and prices rather 
favored buyers in all departments. Ar- 
rivals are liberal of wheat and flour and 
heavy of maize.”’ 

BELFAST. 

John Jackson & Co, (July 11): ‘'The 
demand during the week was moderate. 
A fair quantity of flour has been con- 
tracted for July shipment, but buyers 
are disposed not to look further ahead, 
meantime. Hungarian flour is neglect- 
ed. Arrivals are small,’ 

LONDON MONEY MARKET—JULY 12. 

There has been a change in the dis- 
count market and some expectation that 
the bank rate would be raised from its 
present level of 3 percent, as fortnightly 
loans to the Stock Exchange have been 
arranged at from 3%@4 per cent, but up 
to this writing no change in the official 
rate has been made; the Bank of Eng- 
land rate is therefore 3 percent. Day- 
to-day loans are quoted at 2@3 per cent 
and the rate for discount on bank bills 
is 2%@3 per cent, or about 1 per cent 
over the quotations of a week ago. Con- 
sols closed yesterday at 106% for cash 
and 106 7-16 for account, this being 1% 
under the price of a week ago. Differ- 
ent causes have combined to restrict 
business on the Stock Exchange, among 
which are mentioned the unsatisfactory 
news from the Transvaal and the firm- 
ness of the money market, 


NEW COMPANIES. 


Among the new companies brought out 
this week I find two that will be of in- 
terest to readers of the Northwestern 
Miller, namely, the Anchor Line, Hen- 
derson Bros. Ltd., and the British Oil 
& Cake Mills, Ltd. 

The share capital of the Anchor Line 
is £575,000, of which £325,000 is represent- 
ed by 5% per cent cumulative preference 
shares of £10 each. There are also £325,- 
000 of 4% per cent debentures, and the 
company reserves the right to issue 
£150,000 4% per cent additional debenture 
stock when it has purchased additional 
ships, and this only to the extent of 50 
per cent of the cost price of such ships. 
The ordinary shares are all taken by the 
managing directors, RK. Henderson, F. 
Henderson and W. F. G. Anderson. The 
board of directors is composed of these 
three men and J. F. M. Graham. The 
prospectus says that the business was 
established in 1852 and maintains both 
passenger and cargo services between 
Glasgow and New York, Glasgow, Man- 
chester, Liverpool and Bombay, Glas- 
gow, Liverpool and Calcutta, and Mar- 
seilles, Genoa and various Mediterrane- 
an ports and New York and New Or- 
leans. The Anchor Line fleet consists 
of twenty-two steamers with an aggre- 
gate gross tonnage of 79,742. The com- 
i takes over interests in certain al- 

ied businesses, as the firm of David & 

William Henderson & Co., shipbuilders 
and engineers of Glasgow, the Ship 
Chandlery & Sailwork Co,,Glasgow and 
the Barrow Steamship Line.

The British Oil & Cake Mills, Ltd., is 
an amalgamation of seventeen different 
firms in London, Liverpool, Glasgow, 
Leith, Hull, Gloucester and other cities, 
and seems to be somewhat in the nature 
of what we should call an ‘toil trust,’’ 
as the prospectus states that the compa- 
ny has been formed to acquire, amalgam- 
ate and carry on the business of the 
principal companies and firms now en- 
gaged in the manufacture of oil and 
cake and oil refining. The mills have 
an aggregate crushing capacity of not 
less than 500,000 tons per annum. Ac- 
cording to the Board of Trade reports 
for 1898 this represents upward of one- 
half of the total importation of oil seeds 
into the United Kingdom. The compa- 
ny intends making its purchases and 
supply a special feature of the business, 
so that it may figure as a purchaser of 
American products of this description. 
The temporary registered offices of the 
company are at 3 Princes street, London, 
E. C. 

Among the advantages expected to be 
gained by amalgamation are given the 
usual trust arguments, as the general 
adoption of the most improved methods 
of manufature, effecting much saving 
in the production, the concentration of 
buying seeds and other supplies and a 
systematic arrangement for distribution. 
Another point raised in the prospectus, 
which I do not remember to have seen 
in use as an argument in similar cases 
before, is, ‘tthe combined practical 
knowledge of the directors.’’ It seems 
to me that while the sum of the knowl- 
edge of the directors may be greater than 
the individual knowledge of any one 
director or firm, that it will be extreme- 
ly difficult to utilize it, and in cases of 
conflicting opinion, as is sure to be the 
case where there are many minds,it will 
be a pure matter of luck if the wisest 
counsel prevails. However, it looks as 
if the trust mania on a mild scale were 
gradually making headway in Great 
Britain. I have not yet heard of any 
extensive amalgamation of flour mills, 
but I suppose if amalgamations of 
American mills continue, the English 
millers may, in self defence, form coun- 
ter-combinations. 

THE OUTLOOK FCR TRADE. 

Herewith are given some replies to 
my inquiry of the trade as to whether it 
will be necessary to import large quan- 
tities of American old wheat flour to sat- 
isfy consumptive demands in July, 
August and September: 

Collier & Son, Bristol: ‘tWe do not 
anticipate that a large business in old- 
wheat flour is at all likely for consump- 
tion in July, August and September, 
unless the mills offer at lower prices 
than they have of late. The price of 
English flour and of second-hand sellers 
of American flour has lately been much 
cheaper, in proportion, than mill of- 
fers.” 

Arch. Hamilton & Son, Glagsow: 
‘We do not think the present ratio of 
imports will require to be exceeded for 
consumption during the next three 
months, and bakers do no differentiate 
between old and new flours as they used 
to do.’”’ 

William Bannister, Cork: ‘'As far as 
I can see the trade here is well supplied 
with American flour for the next three 
months.”’ 

J. Taz Ezn, Amsterdam: ‘Several 
importers have already bought flour for 
shipment during July and August, for 
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the stocks, which were considerable 
some months ago, have diminished. 
As we have no statistics it is difficult to 
estimate the present stocks but I think 
they are not large enough to depress 
prices, and if American millers’ prices 
continue firm, prices here will also be 
firm. The demand for patent flour in- 
creases daily, and I note with pleasure 
that the demand for better flour is grow- 
ing daily.” — 

Nicola, Koechlin & Co., The Hague: 
‘*We do not expect that our trade will 
require much American old-wheat flour 
to satisfy the consumptive demand in 
July, August and September. Most of 
our buyers have enough stock on hand 
to run over the next three months.”’ 

Jarck & Meyer, Hamburg: ‘'tWe do 
not think there will be a big business in 
American flour during the months of 
July, August and September, for pros- 
pects are so gloomy at present that we 
are not able to move a single bag, and 
we hear that all the warehouses are full 
and that holders cannot sell even ata 
sacrifice.”’ 

P. J. Valkeapaa, Helsingfors, Finland: 
‘tIn my opinion the consumptive de- 
mand of American flour ought to be at 
least as good as that of last year, but it 
depends very much on Russian quota- 
tions.”’ 

Green & Gowlett, London: ‘'Taking 
into consideration the fine weather, 
English wheat crop prospects and the 
comparative nearness of harvest time, 
coupled with the low ruling and plenti- 
ful supply of English wheat in the coun- 
try, we do not look for a more than or- 
dinary demand.”’ 

Morris & Co., London: 'tWe have 
been looking forward for better busi- 
ness for shipment but the trade general- 
ly does not consider pesent prices safe 
yet to stock. Besides, English flour is 
so cheap at present that bakers buy it 
in preference to American. Stocks of 
flour of all kinds are fairly large. The 
consumption of bread is small owing to 
the new vegetables and fruit being plen- 
tiful.’’ 

Walkers, Winser & Hamm, London: 
‘tWe do not anticipate that the supplies 
of American flour required by us will 
be larger than in ordinary seasons. In 
fact, it is quite probable that they will 
be less, owing to the large quantity of 
home-grown wheut still held by farm- 
ers.”’ 

Tasker & Co., London: ‘tWedo not 
think it will be necessary to import con- 
siderable quantities of American old 
wheat flour between now and Septem- 
ber, as the stocks of foreign flour in the 
United Kingdom are liberal, and owing 
to the excellent condition and strength 
of the English wheat, country millers 
are not buying foreign flour to mix, as 
they very often do.”’ 

Chamberlain, Pole & Co., Bristol: 
‘tImporters have fair stocks of old 
wheat in this country at present but fur- 
ther quantities will be required as usual 
to work with new wheats in the autumn. 
Meanwhile there is a fair quantity of 
old wheat in farmers’ hands,” 


A. P. Van de Water & Zoon, Amster- 
dam: ‘'There is enough American flour 
left to last us the next three months. 
Jobbers are only buying for actual 
wants. Minnesota flours are being 
offered at 50c under actual quotations, 
but no orders are forthcoming. Trade 
is dead.”’ 

Bulsing & Heslenfeld, Amsterdam: 
‘tFrom the low price at which second- 
hand sales are effected it appears that 
stocks are still rather important, but 
they have decreased of late and not 
much has been bought, so that in six to 
eight weeks a better demand for flour 
may be expected.”’ 

Hub. Durselen, Antwerp: ‘'The con- 
sumptive demand is extremely slack 
and I do not believe that American 
flours will be bought in large quantities 
the next few months, unless the weather 
is bad for the crops.”’ 

Gebruder Arnold, Hamburg: ‘tWe 
do not believe that the demand for old 
American wheat flour in July, August 
and September will be very large. On 
account of the heavy duty, the demand 
for American flour at any time and sea- 
son is limited, as home mills produce 
very fine grades of flour and customers 
do not feel inclined to pay a premium 
for American,”’ 

J. D. Barth, Bremen: ‘'I do not think 
an increased import of flour will take 
place in the near future, as buyers have 
no confidence in the present prices 
asked from the States. Our home mills 
are sufficiently stocked with old-crop 
wheat, and as they are turning outa 
flour.equal in quality to the best Ameri- 
ean brands at a lower price, the local 
demand will be supplied by these mills 
during the next few months. Business 
from the States will only take a turn for 
the better when prices are reduced from 
1 to 1% marks per 100 kilos,”’ 
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Chr. Meybohm, Bremen: ''The pres- 
ent consumption of American flour is 
very slow, and the better qualities of 
our German mills, proportionally, are 
cheaper than American patent flours. If 
the price of American flour does not 
compare more favorable with German 
during the next few months the importa- 
tion of American will decrease consider- 
ably.’”’ 

Paul Sauerlandt, Nachfg, Berlin: 'tWe 
do not expect that the trade in American 
old wheat flour in July, August and Sep- 
tember will be larger than usual.”

Choice spring pat- 
ent is hard to move above $3.75, though 
the mills are generally unwilling to sell 
under $3.80@3.85 and some are still ask- 
ing $3.9). Straightis very dull at $3.40 
(3.65, While clear is neglected and nom- 
inal at $2.90@3.15 in wood. The feature 
of the week in winter flours was the 
increasing offerings of new wheats. 
The quality of these is generally satis- 
factory, but buyers show little interest, 
and $3.25 is extreme to quote for straight, 
with some business reported in good 
brands at $3.15.

Old winters are in small supply on 
the spot and though the mills generally 
have fairly liberal stocks, they are not 
offering freely, and prices are pretty 
well maintained at $3.20@3.35 for Penn- 
svivania and at $3.35@3.40 for western. 
Demand, however, is slow and buyers’ 
ideas of value are generally about l0c 
under those of sellers. Old winter 
wheat is quoted at $3 50@3.70 and new at 
$3.35703.50, but there is little doing in 
either.

$2.25@2.75 for fine, according to the grade. 

Wheat—Reached the lowest figures 
of the season under heavy liquidation, 
disappointing cash demand and fine 
crop conditions. The receipts have been 
jarge, particularly of winter wheat from 
Toledo, and the store stocks were stead- 
ily increased, while deliveries on July 
contract were 100,000 to 200,000 bus every 
day.

The feel- 
ing on the Floor appears to be that a 
radical no will be necessary in the 
gratuity methods, or else memberships 
will sell for nothing. 


STEAMSHIP NOTES. 


Of the fourteen new freight and pass- 
enger steamers now being built for the 
Hamburg-American Line, the Deutsch- 
land is expected to be completed about 
April next. 


The Hamburg-American Line has 
recently re-purchased the fast passenger 
steamer Columbia, from the Spanish 
Transportation Co. This steamer was 
sold a year or more ago by the Ham- 
burg Line to an English concern who 
sold it to the Spanish company. 


C, A, Griscom, manager of the Inter- 
national Navigation Co., stated that it 
is not yet known what the extent of 
damage to the steamship Paris will 
amount to, but from advices received, 
the company estimates the cost of re- 
pairs at about $100,000. The company 
considers it very doubtful if the steamer 
will be in condition to do business be- 
fore next season. 


The testimony before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission regarding har- 
bor charges at New York brought out 
some very interesting facts regarding 
export business and showed that the 
harbor charges have been to a large ex 
tent responsible for the conditions wt ich 
have developed here in export lires. 
Steamship men say that the arbitrary 
charge of le per bu for going alongside 
of an elevator should be abolished. Not 
all of the vessels would go to the ele- 
vators, buta good many would, and it 
is claimed that the regulations of the 
Exchange cut a very important figure 
in the transactions. These regulations 
compel the use of the floating elevators, 
whether desirable or not. These float- 
ing elevators coin money out of the 
Produce Exchange regulations. It is 
state 1 that two lines of steamers went to 
Boston afew years ago, and the Mont- 
real route line changed its winter route 
to Portsmouth on account of the le per 
bu charge.

Hennepin Bbl. Co. has its new store- 
jouse nearly completed. In one corner 
will be located the office. 

For the week ending July 22 flour-bar- 
rel stock was unloaded in Minneapolis 
by five shops as follows: Elm staves, 
ii cars; heading, 4; coiled elm hoops, 6; 
hickory hoops,1. 

The sales of barrels by five shops last 
week represented the consumption of 
176,000 patent coiled hoops and 92,000 
hickory hoops. The sixth shop in the 
city uses practically no hickory hoops. 

J. L. aumpby of the Sixth Street shop, 
has been elected vice-president of the 
Minneapolis Labor and Trades Council. 
John MeDonald is the other delegate 
from the coopers’ union to the council, 


J. S. Armstrong, president of the 
\fasonville (Mich.) pe Co., has been 
in the city for a couple of days on busi- 
iess with the road. His company is 
this year not operating its hoop ma- 
chinery, but is turning out staves only. 
lowever, it has its output pretty well 
ontracted, 

For the week ended July 15,nine shops 
outside of Minneapolis sold 10,495 flour 
‘bls and made 11,905. They received 3 
cars of elm staves, 1 of hickory hoops 
and 2 of heading. he shops reporting 
were located at New Ulm, Mankato, 
Shakopee, Red Wing, Faribault, Hast- 
ings, Cannon Falls and Winona, Minn., 
ind La Crosse, Wis. The same shops, 
with the exception of that at Faribault, 
for the week ended July 8, sold 8,810 bbls 
ind made 7,230, and received 3 cars of 
elm staves, i of oak staves and \% car of 
patent hoops. 

The government report on the apple 
crop, given elsewhere in this depart- 
ment, can hardly be other than disap- 
pointing to stock manufacturers. From 
this report, it would appear that the 
crop of apples will be materially under 
the average in most states, and that 
means a greatly curtailed demand for 
No. 2 stock. owever, with the con- 
sumption heavy in other directions, 
coupled with the existence of light 
stocks, prices are likely to be quite high 
enough, particularly for the flour barrel 
coopers, who would be unfavorably 
iffected by too high prices. 

The coopers’ international union will 
hold its eleventh annual convention in 
Minneapolis Sept. 11-14, at which about 
40 delegates, including slack and tight 
barrel workers, are expected from cities 
in this country and Canada. The pres- 
ident is Charles Teney, formerly of 
Minneapolis. The Minneapolis flour 
barrel coopers’ union No, 22 is already 
preparing for the gathering and at its 
last meeting elected delegates to it as 
follows: J. L. ee J. H. Nash, 
Jacob H. Carver and F. A. Scoby. The 
alternates are, M. McGonagle, Frank 
Weller, Charles Stylke and Edward 
Hipple. 

All but one shop sold materially less 
barrels last week, and the aggregate 
sales showed a shrinkage of nearly 14,- 
00 barrels. There was no special cause 
to assign this change to, the mills sim- 
ply using more sacks. The flour out- 
put the current week promises to be 
somewhat larger and the barrel sales 
should be increased. The flour market 
has improved appreciably, and the 
sales being heavily domestic, barrels 
ught to be taken more freely.
